LEAVENWORTH, Kan,, ‘Aug. 1.— 
One prisoner was killed and several] 
were. injured in a riot which broke 
out at noon today in the Federal 
penitentiary here. 

The 3,758 inmates of the prison had 
been driven back to their cell blocks 
tonight, but they still were yelling, 
beating tin pans, smashing glass and 
hurling pieces of furniture and eloth- 
ing over the walls from the east aad 
west cell blocks. 

Mike Martinez. 30 years old, was 
the prisoner killed. He was. shot 
through the heart. He had served a 
little more than a year of-a thirty: 
year term. 

‘Shots sounded in the prison at ins 
tervals all the afternoon and at times 
the firing was heavy. 

Riot guns and machine guns were 
requisitioned -frequently from ,the 
prison arsenal. .Two troops of cav- 
alry at Fort Leavenworth were or- 
dered to ‘“‘stand to,’’ but. they had 
not been called tonight.

Wield Clubs and Knives at Mess. 

‘The. rioting. began, - 900 
prisoners in the penitenti mess 
fall just after they had finished 
lunch. The prisoners were said to 
have objected to the grade of food 
served to them and the strict dis- 
ceipline. 

None of them was reported armed 
with guns, but it was reported that 
they were using clubs, obteined by 
breaking the mess room. furniture. 
Knives and forks were being used in 
close quarters. 

The rioting ~pread rapidly to the 
laundry and power houses.and soon 
the entire prison was in an uproar. 

Witnesses from a park beyond the 
reservation said they heard rapid 
rifle fire and occasional heavy ex- 
Plosions. At first they believed ‘that 
the prisoners were using dynamite to 
blast their way. out. This supposi- 
tion, however, was not confirmed. 
The prison officials said they would 
not make any announcement until 
the prisoners were sybdued. 

Prisoners Tear “At Cell Bars. 


The witnesses in the park told of 
seeing windows in the cel! blocks 
shattered by bullets, They heard 
yelling and other clamor all after- 
noon. Prison officials. asked the park 
crowd to leave because- they- seemed 
to influence the convicts to ‘‘show 
off.”’ 

‘Test of it is noise,” one official 

4. ‘‘fand as soon as we get that 

stopped, everything will be all 
right.”’ 

The prisoners, inch by inch, it was 
reported, were forced bac’s from the 
open parts: of the, prison to their 
cells. There they began ‘to tear at 
the cell bars with picks, it was said, 
and some of them attempted to pry 
stones looose. 

The outbreak came without warn- 
ing. No reports of impending trou- 
ble had leaked ‘fromi the prison, néws 
from which virtually has béeh 
cut off for months under Depart- 
ment. of Justice rules. 

Dangerous Men Among Inmates. 

Among the convicts are matiy ‘list- 
ed as dangerous. Among these are 
men convicted om narcotic) charges, 
mail robbers and a few sérvitig sen- 
tences for murder. Only civilian con- 
victs are sent to the: Leavenworth 
Penitentiary, the army disciplinary 
Barracks here being used for army 
prisoners.

It: is my hope .that those. who. are 
sufficiently interested to read what I 
have written, may at least. be en- 
abled ‘thereby to get a clearer and 
less emotional view - the actual 
task and ‘obligations involved.

1.—An appeal 
was made to Great Britain by Sena- 
tor Borah today in a public .state- 
ment to. “follow our example at the 
Washington conference” and sink 
some. of her, cruisers in order to 
bring about parity with the United 
States in that class of vessels and 
make possible naval.reduction.” 


Reports that Britain would not re- 
duce her cruiser strength, Mr. ‘Borah 
said, were ‘very discouraging news.” 

The statement of the chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
was .made when it has practically 
been determined that Great Britain 
will reduce her cruiser forces in such 
@ measure that parity will be at- 
tained only. through its refusal to 
build new vessels as the ald ones be- 
come obsolete, with the United States 
building to reach the British level in 
cruiser tonnage in the course of sev- 
eral years. : 

“Parity. coupled with reduction

BERLIN, Friday, Aug. 2.—The 
Graf Zeppelin's last position at 11 
P.-M,-Greenwich Time (7 P. M. New 
York Time) was Almeria near Cape 
De Gata, Spain, and the airship: was 
heading on her voyage to America 
straight for Gibraltar, which she ex- 
pects to reach between 2 and 3 
o’clock this morning. 

While the Graf Zeppelin. in the 
earlier ‘stages. of the trip was‘ able 
to develop a speed*of only thirty- 
seven, miles an hour because of strong 
contrary winds: she is now going at 
fair spéed and has. developed an av- 
erage speed of nearly fifty-six miles 
an-hour. 

After jeaving Friedrichshafen, the 
Graf Z&ppelin took the following 
route: Zaeckingen, Basle, Beaucourt, 
near Belfort; Baumeéles-Dames, nine- 
teen thiles northeast of Besancon; 
Macon, Lyons, which was reached at 
11 o’glock; down the Rhone Valley 
to Valence, where the Graf Zeppelin 
last’ time was forced to return; Dou- 
gerépr south to Montelimar and 
8§..and arrived about 2 P. M.

POR DEFYING COURT 


Albany. Politician in Ball-Pool 
Inquiry Refuses to Answer 
Grand Jury Satisfactorily. 





GETS . THREE-MONTH. TERM 


He Can Regain His Freedom, by 
Changing Tone of Replies, or 
He May Be Resentenced. 


Daniel P. O’Connell, Albany Demo- 
cratic leader, was taken to the Fed- 
eral House of Detention yesterday. to 
serve a three months’ sentence: im- 
posed on him for contempt of court 
by Federal Judge Julian W. Mack. 
Sentence was imposed for ‘‘willfully, 
deliberately and contumaciously | ob- 
structing the process of justice,’?: in 
refusing to answer questions before 
the Federal grand jury. 

O’Connell’s testimony was seekait 
in the renewed, Grand Jury investi- 
gation of the Albany Baseball Pool, 
in connection with which he pleaded 
guilty and. was fined in pton.. He 
was.arrested at zun-point as a ma- 
terial witness in Albany Tuesday, 
twice warned by Judge’ Mack when 
he refused to answer questions be- 
fore the Grand Jury on Wednesday, 
and brought back before that ody 
for further questioning yesterday. 

“The moral of this episode,” 
United States Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle said after sentence had been 
pronounced on. O’Connell, “‘is: that 
no one, no matter how influential, 
is more powerful than the United 
States Government.”’ 


- Has Chance to Reconsider: 


According to the terms of thé gen- 
tence O’Connell may win his félease 
from prison before the termination 
of the three months if he: purges 
himself of the contempt. He will be 
permitted to go free as soon ‘as he 
answers the questions put to him 
before the grand :jury. satisfactorily. 
But if he fails so to purge himself 

e may be again brought before the 
grand jury as soon as his sentence 
is completed and if still unwilling to 
answer the questions put to him may 
be held in contempt of court a sec- 
end time. There is nothing in the 
law to prevent the repetition of this 
process indefinitely. 

In the meantime, however, James

“take appropriate steps,” according 
to his statement, made after his client 
was sentenced. It. was. explained

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 1.—The 
State will. pay. $2,000 for recapture 
of the four convicts. who escaped 
from Auburn prison Sunday when 
the prisoners revolted and set fire to 
buildings. This was announced to- 
day by Governor Roosevelt, who will 
issue a formal proclamation. He 
will state in the proclamation that 
$500 reward will be paid to any one 
giving information that will lead to 
the capture of any of the convicts. 

The money; it was revealed by the 
Governor, will come from a special 
fund which was appropriated for the 
purpose and-fsused by the Governor 
only whenhe believes that an emer- 
gency exists. It was used two years 
ago by former Governor Smith when 
he offered a reward for the capture 
of the ‘murderer! of a State trooper 
in Western New York. :

The bullet was fired by 
Officer Michael Linnenbach at. the 
machine as it sped away from the 
prison Sunday.

Prison Term for Dranken Flier 
Whose Passenger Was Killed

LONDON, Aug. 1.—For being 

intoxicated while in charge of an 
airplane from which his passenger 
jumped and was killed, Flying 
Officer Denys Stanley Thomas of 
the Royal Air Force has been sen- 
tenced by court-martial to be 
cashiered and imprisoned for a 
year with hard labor. 
Captain Frank Morphy testified 
that while he was motoring along 
the main Barnet Road Thomas 
dived straight at him, then zoomed, 
missing his head by a few inches.

EX-CONVICT SHOT DEAD | 
IN BROOKLYN DUEL 


‘Wounded Adversary Held After 


Fight Over Right to Levy 
Toll on Longshoremen. 


A pistol duel over the Brooklyn 
waterfront ‘‘racket’’ cost the life of 
one gangster and landed another in 
the Long Island College Hospital last 


evening with a bullet in his thigh 
and facing a charge of murder. 

The dead man was Dominick Pena- 
bene, 29 years old, of 551 Henry 
Street, who finished a term in Sing 
Sing for grand larceny only last 
month and took a job as longshore- 
man until he should find an ‘‘easy 
money racket.’’ He thought he had 
found it: when-he learned that it was 
traditional for the toughest man on 
the waterfront to collect a dollar a 
week from the-other longshoremen, 
ostensibly to forward to’ companions 
who were doing time.up the river. 

-Penabene couldn’t recall any such 
remittance while he was in prison, 
but he decided to nominate himself 
for the right to collect it. Last eve- 
ning he met Ciro Cesino, 19 yoery 
old, of 171 Carroll Street, Brooklyn, 
who, for all his youth, was the pos- 
sessor of the racket, according to 
Detective Cal McCarthy. 

Penabene declared his intention and 
then the guns. flashed. The ex-con- 
vict, a bullet through his chest, 
dragged himself a few doors to the 
hallway at 505 Henry Street, where 
he gasped out the story to the police 
before he died. Cesino was found 
three blocks away, at Henry and 
rresident Streets, where he had col- 
lapsed from his wound.

Chicago Official Says He Guided 
“Trust” of 17 Under Arrest. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1 (®.—‘‘Scarface 
Al’ Capone, Chicago gang chief serv- 
ing a jail sentence in Philadelphia, 
was named today as head of a ‘‘bomb 
trust’’ unco-ered by the arrest of 
seventeen men here.

Run Into First Rain. 


Seven o’clock, Sunday. Received 
gas at 8:16. Was in contact twelve 
minutes for gas, four minutes for 
food. Started to rain 3:45. First 
rain we have had. Not bad yet. 
5:20, rain over; sun is. trying to 
shine. 

Monday, around 12:10 A. M. The 
fog started closing in on us till we 
were about fifty feet off the 
ground. About 3:15-it started to 
lift. First bad weather so far. 
Hope it’s better tonight. 

Had fog’ again last night. ‘Tried 
to stay around field, but couldn’t, 
so Climbed over and came out above 
Alton. Stayed there until rain 
storm came up. Returned to field 
at 2:45. Everything O. K. 

July 16—Last night was clear. 
Thank the Lord for one good 
night. Everything going good. 
Motor using seven.and one-half 
gallons gas and about a pint of 
oil an hour. Oil pressure has come 
up some. Temperature gone down. 
Nothing eventful has taken place 
so far today. We have changed 
places so much now we can do it 
to perfection. We haven’t much 
to throw off today.

Had to wash my face with ice 
water to wake up.

HUGE SHIP NEARLY READY 





R-100 Is Being Finished in England 
for Freight and Passenger 
Service to Canada. 





The fifth transatlantic passage of a 
dirigible marks one step more 
toward the day, in the minds of the 


backers of the present flight, of reg- 
ular commercial transoceanic air 
transport. The United States and 
Germany have now before them plans 
for a North and South Atlantic diri- 
gible service and a like route con- 
necting Hawaii, the Philippines. 
Japan ard <Asia with the United 
States. 

Through the Lufthansa, the Ger- 
man Air Trust, Germany hopes to 
regain by the Zeppelin route her as- 
cendency over the transatlantic trade 
lanes to South America. 

Great Britain is planning to knit 
the trade centres of the far-flung 
empire more closely together by dir- 
igibles. The R-100, similar to but 
much larger than the Graf Zeppelin, 
is being finished in England for a 
flight to this country and Canada 
with freight, mail and 140 passen- 
gers before the end of the year. A 
sister ship, the R-101, is nearing 
completion in England and when it 
is ready for regular operation it ‘will 
be chartered for service to India and 
possibly Australia.’ . 

The first Atlantic crossing by dir- 
igible was made in 1919 by the Brit- 
ish R-34, which flew from East For- 
tune, Scotland, to Roosevelt Field, 

I., in 108 hours. Departing three 
days later, it made the return trip to 
Pulham, England, in slightly more 
than sixty-five hours. This dirigible 
was destroyed by a windstorm while 
at anchor in 1921. 

The westward record was lowered 
by the ZR-3, which made the third 
crossing in October, 1924. This flight, 
from Friedrichshafen to Lakehurst, 
was made for the delivery of the air- 
ship, the first to be completed by the 
Zeppelin Company after the close of 
the war. The airship made the flight 
in —— hours and is now the Los 
Angeles, flagship of the lighter-than- 
air fleet of the navy. 

The first commercial flight from 
Europe to America was made last 
October. That flight was. made in 
111% hours. The dirigible carried 
twenty passengers in addition to its 
crew of forty, and a large shipment 
of mail and express...

REFUELING IDEA REWARDED 





Captain L. H. Smith and Lieut. J. F. 
Richter Cited as ‘‘Pioneers’’—Lieut. 
H. A. Sutton Studied Tail Spin.

WASHINGTON, ~ Aug. 1. — The 
award of the Distinguished Flying 
Cross to.four Army Air Corps fliers 
whose feats during the past seven 
years have done much to promote 
aeronautics was announced today by 
the War Department. 

The principal award went to First 
Lieutenant James ‘H. Doolittle of 
Mitchel Field, L. I., who received 
both the Distinguished Flying Cross 
for his historic one-stop transconti- 
nental flight from Jacksonville, Fla., 
to San Diego, Cal., in 1922, and the 
oak leaf cluster for extraordinary 
achievement in test flights at Mc- 
Cook Field, Dayton. Ohio, in March, 
1924, during which he ‘first’ per- 
formed the outside loop: 

The other awards went to Captain 
Lowell H. Smith, commander of the 
army’s round-the-world flight in 1924; 
First Lieutenant John F. Richter for 
first demonstrating, six years ago, 
the practicability of refueling air- 
craft in flight, the practice which en- 
abled the St. Louis Robin fliers to 
remain aloft seventeen and a hair 
days; and to First Lieutenant Harry 
A. Sutton for his experiments at 
Dayton in combating the deadly tail 
spinning characteristics of airplanes. 

The citation of Lieutenant Doolittle 
stated that his transcontinental 
flight had demonstrated the possi- 
bility of moving Air Corps units to 
all parts of the country in twenty- 
four hours. His time was 22 hours, 
35 minutes, the first under twenty- 
four hours. 

Commenting on his McCook Field 
tests to. gauge what flight loads 
could be imposed on planes in ex- 
treme conditions of air combat, the 
citation r2ad: 


“These tests were put through | 


with that fine combination of fear- 
lessness and skill which constitutes 
the essence of distinguished flying. 
Through them, scientific data of 
great and permanent importance to 
the Air Corps were obtained.”’ 

Lieutenant Sutton’s tail-spin re- 
search followed the death of his 
close friend, Lieutenant Eugene R. 
Barksdale, during similar experi- 
ments. Lieutenant Sutton finally 
solved the problem by redesigning 
the plane to remove the spinning 
tendencies. 

In his citation Air Corps officers 
attached to the Engineering Division 
were quoted as calling his achieve- 
ment “the finest demonstration of 
brains, courage and daring which 
had been brought to their attention 
in many years.”’ ; 

The citation to Captain Smith and 
Lieutenant Richter characterized 
them as ‘‘the pioneers in establish- 
ing the practicability of refueling 
airplanes in flight,’’ and continued:

RED STRIKE FAILS 
IN EUROPEAN CITIES 


Few Respond to the Call to Quit 
Work and Demonstrate 
Against War. 








ONLY 7,612 OUT IN PARIS 





Belgium Protests to France Against 
Deportation of Communists tv 
Her Border—Bars Train.

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The revolutionary 
demonstrations, elaborately planned 
by Communists throughout France 
as a protest against war on the fif- 
teenth anniversary of the beginning 
of the world conflict, have been a 
complete failure. Apart from per- 
haps a dozen unimportant incidents, 
in which the participants were quick- 
ly arrested and order restored, the 
pay passed with almost Sabbath 
calm, leaving the 50,000 policemen, 
republican guards and regular 
troops, mobilized to protect the cap- 
ital, with practically nothing to do. 
Cities and towns in all parts of the 
country also were undisturbed. 

Just what might have happened, 
had M. Chiappe, Prefect of Police, 
failed to take the warlike precautions 
he did, cannot Le imagined, but the 
fact remains that the backbone of 
what was to be communism’s most 
ambitious effort was broken when all 
the leaders and tLeir lieutenants were 
safely housed in jail. With the pro- 
moters in custody, those who re- 
mained outside entrenched them- 
selves behind Humanité, the Com- 
munist daily, which has been print- 
ing a full page of highly provocative 
appeals to the working classes to halt 
work at 11 o’clock this morning and 
demonstrate even if they had to fight 
to do it. 


Red Newspaper Is Suppressed. 


But at 1 o’clock this morning the 


police descended upon Humanité. It 
was press time and the reddest ap- 
peal of all was about to be distrib- 
uted to the Paris suburbs. The en- 
tire edition was confiscated and the 
building occupied. Thus, when the 
Communists awakened this morning 
they found themselves deprived of | 
their daily dose of propaganda and, 
somehow or other they did not| 
resvond. 

The zero hour, eleven o’clock, when ! 
all the workers were to drop their | 
tools and walk out in the streets. 
came and went with only a fraction 
of the workmen obeying Moscow’s 
orders. Lunch time found 250,000 
workers in the Paris district hurry- 
ing to the midday meal and 1:30 
found them back at their usual 

laces. The few dozen who tried 
nalf-heartedly to demonstrate were 
soon discouraged by the overwhzim- 
ing numbers of the police. Several 
who refused to disperse were ar-| 
rested. 

In many ways it was a conclusive | 
test of the strength of communism ; 
in the only place in France where it; 
has had any real support and the fol- | 
lowers of Moscow showed they had! 
lost much of the limited ground they 
once occupied. 

Dispatches received in Paris late 
today from many European countries 
told the same story. The appeal of 
Moscow proved a failure, the unoly 
apparent exception being in the his- | 











toric town of Sarajevo in Yugoslavia, | 
where the Communists, as a gesture 
of protest against the place where 
the World War had its beginning, suc- 
ceded in setting fire to the railway 
station. One Communisi. was killed 
and several injured. 


Only 7,612 Communists Seen. 


A Ministry of Interior communiqué 
issued this evening says that of the 
total of 254,500 workers employed by 
the major Paris industries only 7,612 


actually carried out the one-day 
strike order. These were largely in 
the building and metal trades. All 
public services had a full staff of 
men. 

The few Communist leaders who 
had escaped detention challenged 
these figures and said 50,000 re- 
mained away from work while many 
more thousands walked out at 11 
o’clock in Paris and the provinces. 

The presence of the Republican 
guards and regular troops in Paris in 
service uniforms and steel helmets 
gave the capital a martial atmos- 
phere. Not since the serious revolu- 
tionary disturbances of 1919 had such 
a comprehensive use been made of 
the city and national forces. In the 
Place de l’Opéra several companies 
of Republican guards were camped 
in readiness for emergencies, their 
guns in neat piles glistening in the 
sunlight. 

A lighter touch was given to the 

ay’s events when 2,000 policemen, 
unable to lunch at home because of 
the extraordinary situation, took 
their midday meal with Prefect of 
Police Chiappe in the vast hall of 
the Grand Palace on the Champs- 
Elysées. Promptly at 1 o’clock the 
agents of the city, as the policemen 
are called in Paris, sat down to an 
excellent repast. Red wine, coffee 
and cigarettes completed the picture. 
As the Prefect presided he kept in 


constant touch with the entire city li 


and suburbs by a police wireless 
system functioning on a _ portable 
truck near by. Not the slighest in- 
cident occurred, however, to disturb 
the pleasantness of the occasion. 
Just before 2 o’clock André Tardieu, 
Minister of Interior, arrived and took 
coffee with the Prefect and his 
policemen. 





Belgium Bars Red Deportees. 

Special Cable to Tue New York TIMEs. 
BRUSSELS, Aug.. 1—When_ the 
news was received today that a 
trainload of foreign Communists, 


being deported from France, was on 
the way to the Belgian frontier the 
government immediately dispatched 
a protest to Paris and ordered the 
border police not to allow the unde- 
sirable Reds to enter the country. 
As a result several hundred Commu- 
nists are reported to be held up at 
the frontier. 

Although radicals are not as nu- 
merous in Belgium asin France, the 
police here and at Antwerp adopted 
repressive measures as severe as 
those in the French capital. Notices 
were posted everywhere warning 
that groups of more than five per- 
sons collecting in the streets would 
be promptly dispersed. Police and 
troops were concentrated in the big 
manufacturing and mining districts. 

The same steps were taken by the 
police in the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
emburg, where there are large min- 
ing districts. Consequently, work 
was carried on as usual today 
throughout Belgium and Luxem- 
burg. 

Communists proceeding to a meet- 
ing at Anderlicht, a Brussels sub- 
urp, tonight, were followed by Fas- 
cisti armed with loaded canes, but 
no clashes were reported.

Apparently 
the reported intention of Moscow to 
make this a day of demonstrations 
was taken more seriously by the po- 
lice than than by the Communists 
themselves.

DISORDER IN UNION SQUARE 





Thousands Stage ‘International Day’ 
Rallies—Outbreaks in Chicago, 
Boston and Pittsburgh. 





Two riots in the Bronx and a dem- 
onstration accompanied by disturb- 
ances in Union Square marked the 
celebration of International Red Day 
by Communists here yesterday. 

The Bronx riots resulted in the in- 
jury of a police sergeant and three 
policemen when the police battled a 
mob of 2,000 Communists at Wilkins 
and Intervale Avenues. Twenty of 
the mob received minor injuries. In 
a second riot at the headquarters of 
the Young Communist League, 1,410 
eighteen young men 
and women were arrested and taken 
to the Simpson Street police station. 

Two women were arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct at Union Square 
when a crowd of 5,000 Communists 
demonstrated for Soviet Russia and 
cheered speeches calling for world 
revolution. The disturbance there 
arose when a group of some 100 
Communists, members of the Young 
Communist League and the Pioneer 
Youth, wearing khaki shirts and 
military caps with revolutionary in- 
signia sought to parade around the 
square in defiance of police orders. 
Communist leaders directed the Gis- 
turbance from the upper floor _win- 
dows of the office of The Daily 
Worker, Communist organ, on the 
east side of Union Square. 


Speaker in Bronx Defies Police. 


The riot at Wilkins and Intervale 
Avenues, in the course of which the 
mob fought police reserves from the 
Simpson Street station and the emer- 


gency squad from the Morrisania 
Street station, developed as a result 
of a meeting addressed by Sidney 
Bloomfield, 30 years old, of 1,460 
Morris Avenue, when Sergeant Cor- 
nelius McNamara and Patrolman 
William Logan of the Simpson Street 
station, asked Bloomfield to stop 
speaking for a few moments to give 
them an opportunity to clear the 
street crossing for traffic. Upon 
Bloomfield’s flat refusal to obey the 
request, he was taken off the stand, 
an action which enraged the mob and 
unleashed the rioting. 

With the situation under control 
policemen then went to the head- 
quarters of the Young Communist 
League, where a noisy demonstra- 
tion was in progress. Here, too, they 
were met with catcalls, boos and 
jeers. Upon the refusal of the Com- 
munists to be quiet, the police ar- 
rested eighteen and took them in a 
patrol wagon to the Simpson Street 
station, where they were held on 
charges of inciting to riot. 





Scores Beaten in Boston.

In its 
reply to the note sent through Nor- 
way, Russia said: 

“This government will assume the 
rights and duties of States in diplo- 
matic relations as soon as the Brit- 
ish Government takes upon itself 
these rights and duties.’’ 

The Soviet also said a _ lasting 
agreement could ‘‘only be attained 
through both parties being treated as 
having equal rights and by the main- 
tenance of reciprocal dignity and es- 
teem.’’ Then, on the assumption that

900 EXILED SWEDES 
BACK FROM RUSSIA 


Poorly Clad and Carrying Their 
Few Goods, They Look With 
Joy at Scandinavian Shore. 


Special Cable to THe New York TIMEs. 

MALMO, Sweden, Aug. 1.—A re- 
Markable chapter of Scandinavian 
history ended today when 900 
Swedes whose forefathers were de- 
ported in 1787 returned to the moth- 
erland, being received by their coun- 
trymen with great solemnity. Their 
ancestors, who emigrated to the Bal- 
tic island of Dagoe about 1700 dur- 
ing the Swedish imperium, were re- 
moved eighty-seven years later to 
a spot on the Dnjestr River in a tex- 
tile region of the Ukraine where 
they set up an isolated colony, keep- 
ing their old language and Protes- 
tant religion, but changing their life 
and ways according to the Russian 
agricultural system. Many of the 
families thrived there until the Bol- 
shevist Government established the 


fiscal burdens on the peasants and 
started its campaign against religion. 


Exiles Get Home Lands. 


Those steps provoked an instinctive 
reaction and a wish on the part of 
the exiles to return to Sweden. The 
pastor of their village traveled to 
Sweden and succeeded in organizing 
a relief scheme with the purpose of 
repatriating the colony, whose imme- 
diate future has now been secured. 
Soon they will be distributed as 
smallholders and agricultural. work- 
ers over the whole of Sweden. 

The colonists left their Russian 
home of Gammalsvenskby, meaning 
Old Swedish Town, ten days ago, 
traveling in a Turkish steamship 
from Cherson to Rumania, and by 
two special trains northward through 
Europe. The journey through Ru- 
mania, Hungary, Austria and Ger- 
many aroused great interest and the 
travelers at many stations 
greeted enthusiastically by the local 
populations. The transport was or- 

anized by Swedish Red Cross of- 
icers. At the German Baltic port 
of Sassnitz the long continental 
railway journcy ended and at noon 
today the colonists boarded the Ger- 
man steam ferry Deutschland for 
the last maritime stretch.

OFF FOR THE ANTARCTIC 


Discovery Leaves England—Sir 
Douglas Mawson, Leader, Is to 
Join Expedition at Cape Town.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Reminiscent of 
the atmosphere of Joseph Conrad’s 
‘“‘Youth’”’ was the farewell of Cap- 
tain Scott’s old ship Discovery, which 
left the East India Company’s dock 
today in a pouring rain, while a 
strong sou’wester blew Antarctic- 
ward. 

The trim, three-masted sailing ship 
has aboard the pick of England’s 
young men on this voyage of adven- 
ture. With the exception of Captain 


J. K. .Davis and the mate, none of 
the crew is more than 30 years old, 
Sir Douglas Mawson, Australian 
explorer who is leading the expedi- 
tion, hopes to determine the eco- 





nomic and commercial values of the 
Australian sector of the Antarctic 
seas and chart hitherto unexplored 
areas. 

The venture is sponsored by the 
British, Australian and New Zealand 
Governments. Sir Douglas will board | 
the Discovery at Cape Town, whither 
she is bound after a brief stay at 
Cardiff. 

Part of the equipment of the Dis- 
covery is an airplane equipped for 
use either on ice or on water. It is 
packed in two cases amidships. The 
wireless installation includes both 
long and short wave apparatus to 
maintain constant communication 
with all parts of the world.

Following is the platform adopted 
last night by the Republican City 
Convention: 

We, the delegates of the Repub- 
lican party, in convention assem- 

bled, declare: 

James J. Walker, when candi- 
date for Mayor, promised stern 
supression of all corruption in pub- 
‘lic office. : : - 

As Mayor, he has not: only toler- 
ated but jested at such corruption 
in city departments. 

He promised strict economy in 
city finance. 

His administration’ has indulged 
in an orgy of spending surpassing 

by hundreds of millions that of any 
previous administration. 

He promised: solution of the 
city’s problems. . 

He has joked, junketed to race 
tracks, reported prizefights, elec- 
tioneered in distant States, enter- 
tained Hollywood, and with jaunty 
indifference ignored ‘the city’s 
problems. Now, on the eve of elec- 
tion, as a gesture, he hastily votes, 
without consideration of means for 
their financing, public improve- 
which he has neglected for four 
years. 

Mayor Walker has not proved 
himself worthy to be entrusted zor 
another four years with the direc- 

tion of the city’s vast interests, 
with the spending of billions of 
‘dollars of its money and with the 
leadership of its 6,000,000 people.

GRAFT. 
Queens Sewers.

For 
nearly four years a firm backed 
by William F. Kenny was allowed 
a monopoly, worth nearly a million 
a year, for the tanks which trans- 
port gasoline through the city 
streets. 
. desting at Graft. 

Walker, when his attention has 
been forced to instances of graft 
has attempted to laugh them off 
with the phrase ‘Just nickel 
matching again.’’ When a citizen 
protested that certain radiator cov- 
ers could be bought for one quarter 
the amount which Walker’s board 
was proposing to pay to a firm 
backed by William F. Kenny and 
headed by Controller Berry’s 
son, our Mayor commanded ‘‘Re- 
move him as you would a germ.”’ 

Graft in the city departments 
has been general and flagrant and 
Walker’s flippant indifference and 
his failure to punish the grafters 
fairly opens him to the suspicion 
of not wanting such grafters pun- 
ished or the graft stopped. 
EXTRAVAGANCE AND WASTE. 

The city’s annual running ex- 

enses, exclusive of permanent 
mprovements, have grown from 
$363.000,000 in 1922—the first year 
of the preceding administration— 
and $460,000,000 in 1926—Walker’s 
first year—to over $600,000,000 for 
1929. In Walker’s four years his 
administration will have spent, just 
for the city’s current expenses, 
$597,000,000 more than was spent 
by the Tammany administration 
which preceded him and which, 
when asking for votes, he con- 
demned as “blind, wasteful and 
extravagant.”’ 

This colossal increase cannot be 
explained on the ground of in- 
crease in population, for that in- 
crease has been but 3 per cent 
since Walker took office, nor on» 
the ground of more or better ser- 
vice given. 

The answer is thousands of new 
jobs for Tammany satellites, such 
for example as ten new watchmen 
for the New York County Clerk’s 
office of nine rooms; the deliber- 
ate letting, to favored firms, of 
contracts unfavorable to the city, 
as to the Brooklyn Ash Removal 
Company; inefficiency and payroll 
padding in the Department of 
Street Cleaning, which has trebled 
the svending of the department, 
though the streets were never dir- 
tier and which has jumped the 
cost of snow removal from 9 cents 
per cubic yard in the last year of 
Mitchel to 70 cents under Walker; 
a Pierce-Arrow, two Locomobiles, 
and a $10,000 Cadillac Imperial 
limousine for the Mayor. and a 
luxury automobile, chauffeur and 
maintenance for every prominent 
Tammany officeholder. Extrava- 
gances of all kinds, of .which the 
above are but a.few. examples out 
of thousands, an orgy of spending, 
permeating nearly every city de- 
partment, not for the benefit of 


| the city, but for the -personal bene- 


fit of the favored of Tammany, 
has: been a large factor in the 
enormous increase, under Walker, 
in the citv’s running expenses. 
The Walker administration has 
wasted enough to have built the 
East River Tunnel and Triborough 
Bridge without tolls, and to have 
bought a hundred small play- 
grounds for the city’s children. 


TRANSIT. 


Mr. Walker pledged immediate 
solution of subway and transit 
problems. , 
’ The pledge is unfulfilled. 

He has continued with the build- 
ing of subways started by his 
predecessor, but has adopted no 
policy for operating them when 
completed or coordinating or uni- 
fying them with existing lines. 
Although the Eighth Avenue line 
is now completed, its opening for 
travel will be delayed, unnecessa- 
rily, for two years more, by pro- 
crastination, or by deliberate fail- 
ure in letting the contracts for 
cars, for signals and for power. 

Walker has continued to display, 
in relation. to transit, the same 
bungling inefficiency, the same 
careless indifference, the same aim- 
less drifting that has characterized 
his attitude toward city problems 
in general. 


EQUITABLE BUS. 
One of Walker’s emphatic cam- 
paign pledges was that buses 
would be on the streets of all 


boroughs within six months of his 
inauguration. 








Not six months but three anda | 


half years have passed. Where 
are the buses? 

The Equitable Coach Company 
hade been incorporated by dum- 
mies. It gave no evidence of fi- 
nancial responsibility. It had none. 
It gave no evidence that it could 
operate buses successfully. It never 
had. The only name known publicly 
in connection with it was that of 


John A. Hastings, a Tammany 
State Senator. 
For such company, however, 


Walker jammed through the bus 


| nience and necessity on the 


franchise, without the public hear- 


ing required by law, and over far 
oe avorable bids by competi- 
ors. 


For two years the company did 
nothing in the way of actually 
putting buses on the streets but 
merely attempted to sell its fran- 
chise at a profit of millions—to 
some one! 

The company refused to submit 
to a real investigation of its 
affairs, and failed to disprove the 
charge that $500,000 of its alleged 
expenses was a slush fund. Walk- 
er protected it until, this April, 
even he was forced to abandon it 
when the Transit Commission re- 
fused it a certificate of conve- 
und 
that it was a ‘‘financial: cripple.’ 


BETTER HOUSING. 


Walker promised immediate at- 
tention to better housing for the 
poor. The. only. better -housing 
which he has actually brought 
about has been the housing of the 
privileged rich in the gilded Casino 
in Central Park. 

Despite endless talk and the in- 
troduction and passage of a 
housing bill, housing conditions 
for the poor are just what they 
were when Walker took office. 
The pressing needs of the crowded 
districts of the city for better dwell- 
ings and better general living con- 
ditions have been ministered to 
by Walker only with an opiate of 
promises and words. The housing 
of the poor is too complicated a 
problem for a part-time Mayor. 


SCHOOLS. 


Walker pledged himself to keep 
politics out of the public schools. 
He has broken that pledge. 

The Board of Education, former- 
ly made up of leaders in the city 
life, of both parties, has - been 
composed, under Walker, in defi- 
ance of American traditions and 
the practice in other cities, of 
members of one party only. This 
political board has appointed super- 
intendents and other higher school 
officials, including the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, upon the basis 
of political favor rather than dem- 
onstrated educational qualifica- 
tions. It has allowed important 
positions to remain unfilled for 
months till the political leaders 
could agree on a choice and has 
permitted such leaders to interfere 
with positions, promotions, trans- 
fers and salaries. It violated the 
civil service law and defied the 
Civil Service Commission to save 
a job for Mayor Walker’s brother 
when that brother failed in the 
civil service examinations. As a 
result of political interference and 
domination, our great school system 
has been almost completely lack- 
ing in expert educational leader- 
ship. 

CHEAPER FOOD. 


Commission after commission has 
reported that New York’s system 
of food distributions is antiquated 


and costly and behind that of every 
other great city, and that by the 
introduction: of modern methods, 
such as the installation of a great 
terminal or distributing market in 
each ‘borough, the food bill of 
every family in the city would be 
reduced by from 10 per cent to 
40 per cent. 

alker, however, -has not only 
shown no interest in but has ridi- 
culed such modern markets. He 
rescinded the appropriations previ- 
ously made for such markets in 
Brooklyn and Manhattan and has 
unnecessarily delayed the comple- 
tion and opening of the market in 
the Bronx until the eve of election. 


POLICE. 


Our uniformed force is potem- 
tially the finest body of police in 
any of the world’s great cities. 


At its head, however—Grover A. 
Whalen! 

Of Walker’s three commissioners 
in three years, the first was forced 
from office by his refusal to wink 
at corruption in Tammany club- 
houses and to sacrifice department- 
al efficiency and honesty to po- 
litical interference. The second 
commissioner, the Mayor’s per- 
sonal friend and former law part- 
ner, Joseph A. Warren, was re- 
moved for general inefficiency, 
which reached its climax in the 
failure to run down and apprehend 
the murderer of Rothstein. 

The present commissioner thinks 
to hide his incompetence under 
scurry, bustle and_ spectacular 
showmanship. He took office with 
a promise to solve the Rothstein 
case ‘‘in an hour,’’ ‘‘a day,” ‘‘a 
week,’’ What has he done? He has 
shown the same inefficiency as 
his predecessor. Not only has he 
failed in the Rothstein case, but 
also in recent cases of other gang- 
land murders. The records of the 
two last commissioners are star- 
tlingly similar. 

What is Mayor Walker 
about it? 

All these evils in our City Gov- 


doing 





ernment have resulted partly from 
the. flippant indifference of the 
Mayor, but chiefly from the over- 
shadowing influence of the sinis- 
ter political organization of which 
he is part—an organization whieh 
has so entrenched itself in despotic 
control as to leave only the out- 
ward forms of democracy and 
which utilizes government for 
patronage and favors. 

Certain appearance may recent- 
ly have been necessary to the na- 
tional ambitions of this organiza- 
tion; but now that those have 
failed, the cloak of decency has:al- 
ready been cast aside, and will be 
discarded altogether if the Tiger 
bestrides the world’s greatest city 
for another four years. 

Our city cannot stand four more 
years of such government. The 
taxpayers and rentpayers. could 
not bear the increasing taxes; the 
unpunisned corruption would be 
emboldened by immunity; political 
influence in the administration of 
the criminal law would provide a 
fertile soil for flourishing crime, 
and a cynical good nature would 
reflect itself in standards unworthy 
of the greatness of the City of 
New. York. . 

The challenge thus presented is 
not partisan. Its summons is to all 
citizens, irrespective of party, who 
believe in sound public adminis- 
tration, progress and decency in 
government. 

With all such citizens we desire 
to take our stand, and, to this end, 
we make to the people of the City 
of New York the following pledges: 


PLEDGES. 


1. To stamp out corruption in the 
City Government, in reality. 

2. To treat the subways as a 
business problem and‘not'as a po- 
litical football; to defend-the five- 
cent fare, to exact the best ‘possi- 
ble service from existing lines, to 
provide without delay for. the 
operation of the subways under 
construction and to promptly build 
and put into operation new sub- 
ways to bring relief to the great 
congested areas of population. 

3. To promptly establish ade- 
quate bus transportation through- 
out all boroughs for the comfort 


and convenience of the traveling | 


public. 

4. To install a really capable 
Police Commissioner, a man, who 
will restore the morale of the force 
by recognizing honest effort re- 
gardless of political pull, and whose 
aim will be to track down crime 
rather than to cover his failures 
— smoke-screens of traffic re- 
ief, 

5. To set up a permanent plan- 
ning board and adopt a city plan, 
so that there will be a studied 
and comprehensive program of 
public improvements, progressing 
in the order of their importance, 
and financed with fair apportion- 
ment of cost. 

6. To clean up and reorganize the 
Bureau of Standards and Appeals. 

7. To use immediately al] 
powers afforded by the State’s hous- 
ing law, the excess condemnation 
law and the city charter to place 
better housing within the reach of 
the poor, and to this end to estab- 
lish a permanent municipal com- 
mission to unify and expedite these 
needed developments and to en- 
courage the cooperation of phil- 
anthropic capital. 

8. To appoint to the Board of 
Education, on a non-partisan basis, 
men and women of outstanding 
qualifications, and to banish polit- 
ical influence as a factor in ap- 
pointments to school positions and 
the formulation of school policiés. 

9. To carry through a program 
for modern methods of food distri- 
bution, so that all the people may 
obtain fresher food at lower prices. 

10. To develop immediately a 
scientific system of sewage disposal, 
so that the health of the people 
shall no longer be endangered by 
polluted rivers and harbor. 

11. To provide more parks and 
playgrounds for the city’s poor 
and to restore the Casino in Central 
Park to the people. 

12. To make tax assessments fair 
and equal, with no favor to the 
politically influential, by establish- 
ing a tax department under a sin- 
gle head and a judicial and inde- 
pendent Board of Tax Appeals in 
place of political tax commis- 
sioners. 

13. To make promotions and sal- 
ary increases among city employes 
depend on quality and length of 
service rather than on political 
influence. 

14. To reorganize the depart- 
ments of the City Government, to 
eliminate the present duplication 
and overlapping of functions and 
resulting waste. 

In general, we pledge ourselves 
to give to our city an honest gov- 
ernment and an efficient govern- 
ment, conducted not for the benefit 
of any political organization but 
for the benefit of all the people— 
a government worthy of the great- 
est city in the world.

If there should come a time whey 
our free republican government, 
degenerated into a pure democracy, 
should follow into ruin every other 
pure democracy that has ever 
sted, history will not blame 
downfall upon the tyranny of kings 
and potentates, nor upon aggres- 
sion by its professional soldiers and 
sailors, nor yet upon invasion 
beyond its borderg. Its mel 
choly fate will be assessed to the 
indifference and lethargy of the 
average American to conditions 
which arise through neglect of his 
plain duty as a citizen. 

The average voter of Greater 
New York, not himself a student 
of government, not often in con- 
tact with his city officials, never 
visiting its offices or the sessions 


of its governing bodies, exem- 
plifies just that t of indiffer- 
ence. e is not alive to the mul- 


titude of ways in which his daily 
life and that of his family are 
affected by the inefficiency in our 
city government. 


Three Classes of Misrule. 


Leaving aside the theoretical 
aspects of government misrule un- 
der the Walker administration, 
and concerning ourselves with 
those phases of it which intimately 
touch and affect the daily lives 
of our people, we find that these 
intimate contacts fall naturally 
into three classes. By thus group- 
ing these deplorable conditions we 
find indicated the principal lines 
of attack which should govern the 
campaign -upon which we are en- 
tering, and upon which, if we 
7 fight, we shall win the vie- 
ory. 

1. Misrule that directly affects 
the physical comfort and health of 
the people. 

2: Misrule that touches the moral 
side of life, and affects individual 
standards of conduct. 

3. Misrule that touches the pock- 
etbook of the citizen and thus in- 
directly affects his standards of 
living. 

Taking these in their order: 

1. The physical comfort and 
health of our people are directly 
affected by the unsolved transit 
problem of the city, the inefficiency 
and graft in the Health Depart- 
ment, the failure of the housing 
program, the pressing needs of the 
east side for more bridges, parks 
and better living conditions, and 
the inefficient supply and distribu- 
tion of food. 

The transit situation is practical- 
ly the same as when Hylan went 
out the back door and Walker en- 
tered upon office. There has not 
been even a decision upon transit 
policy. The present administration 
has leisurely carried on the subway 
work begun by Mr. Hylan, payin 
contractors many _ millions o 
money beyond their competitive 
bids. No intelligent plan of finan- 
cing for their ultimate cost has 
been divulged during four years. 
The cost and method of their oper~ 
ation, where it coordinates or unie 
fies with the present subways, still 
waits announcement by our witty 
but incompetent Mayor. Why 
should power stations not have 
been provided for their operation? 
Where do the subways begin, 
wher will they end, which way do 
they go? Who in the City Admin- 
istration can tell? 

The secret of the Equitable 
Coacn Company, the Mayor’s in- 
sistence’ upen’ which has blocked 
for four years the provision of an 
adequate bus system, has never 
been told. Its proposals were less 
favorabie to the city than those of 
its unsuccessful competitors. Who 
backed it, what its ability and fi- 
nancial standing were, are secrets 
still cherished in the Mayor’s 
breast, along with the memories of 
night life in Berlin, Paris and Har- 
lem. Life, health and public de- 
cency have suffered through four 
years of congestion of streets and 
transit lines, and no relief‘is in 
sight, 

Health Department Issue. 

It was promised that the Health 
Department would be taken out of 
politics. A good head of the 
Heaith Department was replaced 
by one more in step with the par- 
ent political organization. The 
grip of politics upon the Health 
Department has thus become more 
‘‘practical.’’ The unhappy inmates 
of the city’s hospitals are fed on 
Cuban .-beef—cheap and inferior, 
and finding no other market in this 
country. American beef is presume 
ably not acceptable to the admin- 
istration of a Tammany Mayor. 

The milk scandal in this depart- 
ment is still fresh in our memories. 
If the Mayor’s executives were ig- 
norant of what was going on they 
were grossly inefficient; if they 
were aware of it and took no ac- 
tion they were criminal. His own 
investigator said it was hard to be- 
lieve that they were not cognizant 
of conditions. Neither of the two 
responsible executives was removed 
by Mayor Walker, but one was 
promoted to a more important 
post. The prosecution of a few ir- 
responsible underlings dies a na- 
tural death through the friendly 
operation of the statute of limita- 
tions. 

There is a tenement house law 
for the protection of the tenement 
poor. How much attention is paid 
to it is shown. by the fact that of 
449 violations brought in the court 
of one magistrate in a single six 
months of this administration, 231 
cases were dismissed, 200 received 
suspended sentence and of the 
dozen and a half convictions the 
average fine was $17.50. The blind 
goddess must have laughed at that 
demonstration of justice for the 
tenement dweller. 

The “slums” are still ‘‘slums,’* 
unchanged in their melancholy as- 
pect, their congestion, their odors, 
their dirt and squalor, by anything 
that has been done by the Walker 
Administration. Six hundred thou- 
sand tenement dwellings. un- 
changed, unimproved for genera- 
tions of Tammany rule, still call 
for action in a well considered 
housing program. The east side 
cries out for more transit, more 
bridges,.more parks, and for better 
living conditions. What they get 
is polite, unending delay handed 
them with his Honor’s character- 
istic facility. 

The. distribution of food supplies 
in this city is neither scientific, 
economic nor adequate. It is es- 
timated that an efficient system in 
each borough would reduce the 
food costs in this city 10 per 
cent to every family. There are 
those who are unkind enou to 
believe that the Mayor’s friends 
are interested in high trucking 
charges and excessive spoiling of 
food products. Certainly the only 
in direction of proper 
distribution appears to be the $16,- 
000,000 market in the Bronx, kept 
closed almost until the shadow of 
the Heckscher committee fell upon 
the’ City Hall.

for the campaign? Why not dupli- 
cate it in other boroughs? And 
how could it have cost $16,000,000, 
anyway? 

Moral Side of City’s Life. 


2. There are injuries to the moral 
side.of life in this city, which in 
the long run are more dangerous 
to the welfare and liberties of our 


country than those of physical dis- 
comfort just considered. Physical 
@iscomfort is forgotten when the 
sun shines again, when the milk is 
pure and the beef is better, and 
with the dawn of another and dif- 
ferent administration can be re- 
medied. Sickness of the soul, the 
degeneration of moral fiber and 
the weakening of moral stamina 
outlast political changes, and 
poison the national life for genera- 
tions to come. 

The Mavor’s easy complacency 
with conditions as they exist, his 
frequent absences, his general 
toleration of low standards, are 


reflected in their reaction on our 
people of better things. The pop- 
war effort for good government 
accommodates itself to debased 
standards just as a drinker loses 
his taste for pure liquor by the use 
of bootleg substitutes. 

The Mayor’s own indifference to- 
ward those things which are good 
and true and which must be pre- 
served if free government is to sur- 
vive is reflected in the consciences 
of the unthinking voters of our 
city. They lose the desire for 
decent government, and exalt the 
capacity for being a good mixer 
above the capacity for achieve- 
ment. 

Graft has been more rampant 
during the past four vears than 
for a generation before. No one 
of official importance has_ been 
brought to justice. To the Mayor 
it has seemed but another phase of 
the great municipal joke. He cer- 
tainly meets trouble with a smile 
and seems to think that is the an- 
swer. 

The smell of the Connolly scan- 
dals in sewers and sewer pipe is as 
oderiferous as sewers themselves. 
The graft on small householders 
in Queens was known to the City 
Administration, but the reports of 
city engineers were kept secret 
while the Mayor averted his head. 
Such exposure and punishment as 
has come came from the outside. 
Likewise the huge sums thzt were 
embezzled in the County Clerk’s 
office, of which the facts, sums 
and beneficiaries are still to be 
made known. 

Remember the Brooklyn ash re- 
moval scandal, the one about the 
removal of snow. the padding of 
payrolls in the Street Cleaning De- 
partment, the erection of leaky -nd 
defective school buildings. How 
much has been made in the Depart- 
ment of Markets bv the svstematic 
bleeding of pushcart men? 

Policies, permits and appoint- 
ments controlled by political fa- 
vorites and the organization are 
the rule without regard to the in- 
terests of New York City. Privi- 
leges in streets and in the use of 
public property are farmed out for 
comparatively nominal siums_ to 
concerns that line up with the 
gang. 

We have the mirror of fashion 
and the glass of form at the head 
of our Police Department, buc in 
fifteen months ended March 41, 
1929, there were in round numbers 
400 murders in Greater New York. 
and but eisht first-degree convic- 
tions. Good clothes, Sam Browne 
belts and stylish cans on a police 
force are undoubted agencies for 
the betterment of morale and dis- 
cipline. but when does the arrest- 
ing of murderers begin? The 
widow of Rothstein has had time to 
recover from her grief and marry 
again, but the man who made her 
a widow is still at large, and ru- 
mors still persist of ‘‘higher-ups’’ 
that were bound to protect him and 
apvear to have done it. 

What can be the effect of. this 
orgy of corruption and crime on 
the rising generation, that is onlv 
too well agare of it?) What shall 
we say of the increase of crime in 
its effect upon the nublic morality 
of our city? It is the dav of the 
outstretched hand and the muni- 
cipal government flourishes in a 
human ‘‘palm garden.’’ Lassitude 
marks every efforts of the City Ad- 
ministration to brine punishment 
to the grafter. In punishing 
crimes of corruption in the Citv Ad- 
ministration no machinery func- 
tions but the statute of limitations. 


People’s Pocketbooks Affected. 


3. In a thousand ways the inef- 
ficiency of the present City Govern- 
ment touches the pocketbooks of 
the people and indirectly affects 
their standards of living. The mil- 
lions of dollars of cerruption and 
graft to which I have already spe- 

ifically referred as among the 
demoralizing influences contribut- 
ing to the moral degradation and 
debasement of our people are all 
matters that are of financial con- 
cern to every taxpayer in Greater 
New York. Duplication, waste. 
increased expenditures which have 
swollen the city’s debt to over 
$300,000.000 means an_ increase 
within the last three years of be- 
tween 25 and 30 per cent for every 
human being in the city. 

To hide this from the ordinary 
taxpayer, assessments on real es- 
tate have been increased by over 
$4,000,000,000, an amount equal to 
nearly 25 per cent of our national 
debt as it now stands. Thus the 

rowing burden is passed on to the 
axpayer—to you, yourself. You 
will find no major public improve- 
ments corresponding to this scan- 
dalous increase, but you will find 
that 15.000 new names have been 
added to the city payrolls. Jobs 
and jobbing. 

Men have sometimes died for a 
woman’s smiles, thinking life itself 
not too great a price to pay. But 
in all the history of government I 
challenge our opponents to produce 
an instance where an official smiie 
has cost more and been worth less 
than that with which our witty 
and agreeable Mavor tries to smile 
away his responsibilities for four 
years of misrule and inefficiency. 

is four years in the City Hall cer- 
tainly represent the silly season in 
American city government. 

New York has had its four-year 
frolic. After all, ‘‘Abie’s Irish 
Rose” only ran five vears on 
Broadway. Surely the Walker ‘‘Fol- 
lies,” which has no plot, cannot 
hope to equal that record. 


Appeal for Unity. 


A great patriotic opportunity— 
as great as that which Mayor 
Walker had four years ago and 
wasted—lies before you, ladies and 
gentlemen. of this convention. I 
urge those who believe in efficiency, 
decency and honesty in government 
to unite without regard to party 
and overthrow this monumental 
inefficiency and corruption. I have 
high confidence in your ability and 
Seen to do well this great 
task. 


The symptoms call for treatment 
of heroic character—indeed. of rad- 
feal character. The City Govern- 
ment must be renovated—perhaps 

‘a bétter word would be “disin- 








fected.’”?” It must be reorganized 
and duplication, waste and corrup- 
tion eliminated. A properly con- 
sidered program for major pubiic 
improvements must be planned and 
adopted, with suitable foresight in 
financing. The transit situation, 
the schools, the public health, must 
be taken out of politics. Transpor- 
tation must be handled as a busi- 
ness proposition. The welfare 
agencies must reflect the most 
modern and advanced thought in 
their respective fields. 

The poor of the city must at last 
receive justice, and that degree ot 
paternalism which will give them 
better housing, with parks, and 
playgrounds within the congested 
areas. The very name of ‘“‘slums 
must pass from human tongue and 
be forgotten. Suitable and ade- 
quate educational facilities must be 
provided. Others are more compe- 
tent than I to recite the details of 
your great task, and to give the 
voters that detailed pledge on which 
we shall seek their suffrages. 

When you have done your duty 
and chosen our leader and the prin- 
cipal lieutenants I have no doubt 
that you will have chosen one un- 
der whom we shall march to stic- 
cess this Autumn. One under 
whom honesty in city government 
will be the rule and not the ex- 
ception. One under whom ef- 
ficiency such as is demanded by 
the heads of a great business will 
be assured. Intelligence, honesty, 
industry ana love of our great city 
must disnlace stunidity, corruption, 
indolence and indifference. ; 

May we soon refer to Mr. 
Walker as the late Mayor. I have 
nn objection to your naming a 
Mayor, who, with a proper sense 
of proportion, will smile occasion- 
ally, but I hope it will be one who 
does not have to stop work to do it.

‘Walker Has Governed the City

Following is the address delivered 
at the convention last night by 
Emory R. Buckner: 

A New York City campaign 
should not be a contest between 
the Democratic and the Republican 
parties. What political issues can 
there be in a New York City cam- 
paign? Is it farm relief, is it high 
or low tariff, is it the Federal] Re- 
serve Board, is it a big navy ora lit- 
tle navv, it is a World Court or no 
World Court. is it the League of 
Nationas or no League of Nations, 
is it prohibition or modification, is 
it the State financial policy toward 
bond issues for public buildings, is 
it changing the time of the elec- 
tion of our Governor and other 


State officers, is it Al Smith or 
Herbert Hoover, is it Franklin 
Roosevelt or Albert Ottinger? 

Of course it is none of these. 
The job of the Mayor of New 
York, the job of the Board of Esti- 
mate of New York, are jobs of 
business and of public. service. 
Just because a man wants Al 
Smith to be President. must he 
feel obliged to pick out Jimmie 
as the man to spend nearly $600.,- 


000,000 a year of the people’s 
money? and it is the people’s 
money. It is the money of all the 
people. Every man renting a fur- 


nished room, however small, every 
family living in a tenement, how- 
ever cramped, every family living 
in an apartment, however cheap, 
pays his share of that staggering 
sum of $600.000,000 a year in the 
form of his weekly or monthly 
rental. 

There is no issue, there can be 
no issue, in a city campaign, ex- 
cept the issue of getting a dollar’s 
worth for every dollar taken from 
the people. There is no _ issue, 
there can be no issue, except to 
see to it that these dollars are 
spent in rendering the most effi- 
cient and the most useful public 
service. 

New York City will not be able 
to return to the public a dollar’s 
worth of service for every dollar 
taken from the public until our 
campaigns become non-partisan 
and‘ non-political. 


“A Non-Partisan Appeal.’’ 


New York City Republicans have 
for a generation stood for a non- 
partisan fusion against Tammany 
Hall. Let us continue that policy. 
As the largest organized group tra- 
ditionally opposing Tammany Hall, 
it is not only our opportunity but 
our duty to lead the way in this 
direction. We are not seeking to 
substitute ourselves for Tammany 
Hall as a political party in control 
of New York City. We are seek- 
ing to do what so many other 
cities have done—to padlock the 
city’s safe against all political or- 
ganizations. New York City has a 
very large number of independent 
voters who will respond to a non- 
partisan appeal to take all politics 
out of our city affairs. 

There is another strong appeal we 
can make to these independent 
voters. It is very bad for any 
city, or for that matter any State 
or nation, to be held fast and help- 
less over a long series of years in 
the iron grip of one political party 
by virtue of a large.majority vote 
which the party maintains play- 
ing to political prejudice. Such a 
party suffers from overeating. It 
gets fat, lazy, smug, impudent. It 
forgets that it is the servant of the 
people. It easily becomes their 
master. 

Take our own Jimmie. Has he 
acted for the last four years like 
a man charged with the adminis- 
tration of the greatest city in the 
world? Has he acted like the 
president of a corporation charged 
with the spending of $600,000,000 a 
year and coping to get a dollar’s 
worth for a dollar? Has he acted 
like a man who feared he might 
lose his job unless he were faithful, 
highly industrious, wise, efficient, 
imparting to his subordinates the 
highest standards of public service 
and the determination to eradicate 
all waste and graft?

Instead of industry 
he has given us indolence. Instead 
of seriousness, he has: given”.us 
comedy. He has governed the city 
by ‘‘wise-cracks.”” He holds the 
most important and most difficult 
public office in this country ext 
to the Presidency of the United 
States. In that great office he has 
not worn the serious livery of a 
—" servant, but the cap and 

lis of the city jester. 

Jimmie the Jester has been guilty 
of gross neglect of his public du- 
ties. He arrives late. e thinks 
late.. He acts late, when he acts 
at all.. I do not charge him with 
wrong-doing. I do not charge him 
with corruption. I do not charge 
him with -using his office for — 
sonal! gain .I have no reason what-. 
ever to think that he has donc so. 
But he has been grossly inadequate 





in discovering and stamping out 
corruption and. graft even when 
brought to his attention. 

A wag is seldom shocked. Even 
when Jimmie the Jester has been 
forced by publicity or complaints 
of civic organizations to take some 
action, such action has been inade- 
quately organized, ineffective, per- 
functory and has resulted largely 
in making ‘‘goats’’ out of a few 
subordinates. It was so in the 
Health Department, it was so in 
the Department of Parks, it was so 
in the County Clerk’s office, it 
was so in the Street Cleaning De- 
partment. 

Even when his own Commis- 
sioner of Accounts disclosed condi- 
tions in the Street Cleaning De- 
partment calling for drastic dis- 
cipline of the responsible men in 
the department because of their 
ignorance, when they should have 
been wise, and incompetence, when 
they should have been competent, 
Jimmie the Jester was quoted as 
characterizing this graft as petty 
and ‘‘nickel-snatching.’’ Whether 
they were nickels or whether they 
were dollars, they were not 
Jimmie’s nickels and not Jimmie’s 
dollars. They were not Tammany 
Hall’s nickels and not Tammany 
Hall’s dollars. They belonged to 
the rent-payers of New York City, 
who had entrusted Jimmie with 
their expenditure. 


Case of Maurice Connolly. 


One of Jimmie’s associates on the 
Board of Estimate was Borough 
President Maurice Connolly. Sewer 
graft in Queens had been talked of 
for years. Repeated investigations 
had been made. Jimmie had at his 
command the engineers of the 
Board of Estimate, who, indeed, 
must have been familiar with the 
situation in Queens. 

When publicity as to conditions 
in Queens was achieved in the Fall 
of 1927 by the activities of private 
citizens, the matter could be cov- 
ered up no longer. Jimmie, to be 
sure, did direct his Commissioner 
of Accounts to investigate the 


situation, and the result would 
have been the same as all the rest 
of Jimmie’s investigations, a tem- 
porary alibi, a smart jest, some 
— “nickel snatching,’’ or what 
not. 

It was Al Smith and not Jimmie 
Walker who was responsible for 
exposing the Queens sewer scan- 
dal, for showing that $4,000,000 of 
graft had been collected in three or 
four years, for forcing Connolly’s 
humiliating resignation from an 
office which he had held for seven- 
teen years and for finally bringing 
about his conviction as a conspira- 
tor to defraud the City of New 
York. Such investigations to be 
effective must be prolonged, must 
be highly organized, must be non- 
political, and must have behind 
them the determined support of the 
man in power. It was a city affair. 
It affected a borough of the city. 
It affected one of Jimmie’s com- 
rades. The scandal smelled to 
heaven, it smelled to Albany, but 
it did not smell across the river 
to Citv Hall. , 

On the contrary, I state deliber- 
ately that Jimmie the Jester was 
out of sympathy with this investi- 
gation. As a Mayor of a great city, 
he should have welcomed it, he 
should have supported it, he should 
have been shocked, he should have 
used it as an example and warn- 
ing, and organized the most search- 
ing and independent investigations 
into his city departments. When 
Jimmie had one of his own appoin- 
tees conducting an investigation 
he found the results to be merely 
‘nickel snatching.’’ When we had 
an investigation that was compre- 
hensive and sustained, the graft 
was proved to be not nickels, but 
millions. 


Jimmie Covert and Sulky. 

No money was available for this 
long needed investigation of a 
mean and cruel graft, where small 
property holders in Queens were 


being bled. When Al Smith and 
the Republican Legislature finally 
made the necessary appropria- 


tions, {t required action by Jimmie 
and the Board of Estimate to make 
it effective. We had gone on for 
many months without financial 
aid. The engineers, the accoun- 
tants, the process servers, the law- 
yers appointed by Mr. Justice 
Scudder, had financed themselves 
rather than to lie down on the job. 
This condition was known to every 
one. It was widely printed. Never- 
theless, Jimmie, on one pretext 
and another, postponed and post- 
poned the necessary action of the 
Board of Estimate. He was never 
frank and outspoken in his oppo- 
sition. He was merely covert and 
sulky. The opposition was there. 

Mr. Justice Scudder was held 
by the courts to be disaualified to 
act as an investigator because he 
was a member of the Supreme 
Court. When the investigation was 
concluded, someone objected to the 
Controller’s paying any bills in- 
curred while Mr. Justice Scudder 
was in charge. The Corporation 
Counsel upheld this objection. We 
have no complaint against the Cor- 
poration Counsel’s opinion. The 
objection was highly technical. The 
work had been done. Engineers, 
accountants, process servers. ste- 
nographers, telephone operators, 
lawyers had nerformed the ser- 
vice, but $33,000 was lacking he- 
cause of this technicality, and the 
money could not be provided ex- 
cent by the Legislature. 

Jimmie was requested to have the 
bill_introduced into Albany as a 
city bill, which had already been 
drawn by the city’s revresentative 


-in Albany., Connolly had. by this 


time been convicted of conspiracy 
by a jury of Queens County. citi- 
zens.

We then 
appealed to Governor Franklin 
Roosevelt, who sent a special mes- 
sage to the Legislature and secured 
the necessary appropriation. 

It was Al Smith, not Jimmie. who 
inaugurated and sustained this in- 
vestization for ten months. It was 
Franklin Roosevelt, not Jimmie 
who appealed to the Legislature to 
pay the unpaid portion of the bill. 


The Police Department. 


Take the Police Department. The 
job of being Police Commissioner 
is one of the hardest ever invented 
by man. Seventeen years ago, at 
the *time of the Becker-Rosenthal 
murder and graft scandal, I was 
called upon by the Board of Alder- 
men to conduct an investigation of 
the Police Department. With a 
large staff of assistants T° con- 
ducted that investigation for a 
period of ten months. We made 
over recommenda’ 
form, but the one 
ommendation we made was that 
the Police. Commissioner should 
not be interfered with by the 

r 


ayor. 

The Police Department cannot be 
properly run from City Hall. The 
efficiency of our Police Department 
depends upon its morale. The 
abolition of this. or - that 
squad, the creation of new bureaus 
or new cquads, a sudden drive on 
traffic regulations, interviews and

sioner, are all details and amount 
to nothing unless the rank and file, 
as well as the superior officers of 
the Department, feel that the Po- 
lice Commissioner is their real boss 
and not a puppet. 

Jimmie has had three commis- 
sioners in four years. The com- 
mission of crimes by violence is 
ene of the most serious problems 
that the entire United States is 
now facing. We have in New 
York on the average close to a 
murder a day. Every morning 
when we pick up the newspapers 
we read of some new holdup or 
burglary or daring robbery. 

Our investigation seventeen years 
ago showed and present indications 
seem to confirm, that City Hall 
interference is the bane of our Po- 
lice Department. Commissioner 
McLaughlin had made a splendid 
impression upon the city and in 
the force. Being in public office 
myself at the same time, I had oc- 
casion to see him frequently and 
felt that New York had one of the 
best commissioners it had ever had. 
Every man-on the force knew that 
McLaughlin was boss. Where is 
he? What became cf him? Why 
did his resignation follow so close- 
ly upon his raids of political clubs? 

A police commissioner who is in- 
adequate for the purpose, but 100 
per cent supported by the Mayor, 
wili give us a better Police Depart- 
ment than the best in the country 
who is not supported by the Mayor. 
We will sleep in our beds more 
comfortably, our lives and property 
will be better protected, crime and 
police graft will diminish hand in 
nand, when the Mayor of New 
York, be he Democrat or Repub- 
lican, will make up his mind to let 
the police commissioner alone and 
to slam his door in the face of all 
politicians and personal friends 
who seek the Mayor instead of the 
police commissioner to secure fa- 
vors. 

I have said that all politics should 
be kept out of the city government. 
There is no department of the city 
where this is quite so important as 
the Police Department because the 
administration of this department 
affects our very lives and those of 
our wives and those of our chil- 
dren. Jimmie may be a good jes- 
ter but he is not a good policeman. 

The appeal to the voters of this 
city, be they Democrats, Republi- 
cans or Socialists in national and 
State elections, should be on a non- 
partisan basis and should be an 
appeal for leadership for this great 
city which shall be serious and dig- 
nified, instead of fl »pant and 
comic, which shall be industrious 
and zealous, instead of fumbling 
and vaccillating, which shall be 
righteous in its indignation against 
corruption and effective and sus- 
tained in its prosecution, and 
which shall have for its supreme 
object a dollar’s worth of service 
for a dollar, and the welfare of all 
the people regardless of political 
affiliations.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Five men

President Hoover. 

No denial was made at the White 
House that Mr. Huston was one of 
those being seriously considered for 
the place. He is close to the Pres- 
ident and has undertaken several 
missions for him. In the opinion of | 
some, Mr. Huston may in the end be | 
the choice. 

Emphasis was merely laid on the 
point that so far there had been no 
final selection and that the questioa 
of a choice was still under considera- 
tion by the President and other lead- 
ers of the Republican party.

Bankruptcy Lawyer, However, 
Admits Cashing Dividend 
Check of a Creditor. 








BOOKKEEPING UNDER FIRE 





Payments Deposited in Own Account, 
He Says Under Questioning— 
Put Records in. Warehouse. 





Alexander Levine, bankruptcy law- 
yer, of 1 Park Avenue, evidence of 
whose alleged malpractices as an at- 
torney has occupied the bankrupey 
investigation being conducted by 
Colonel William Donovan before Fed- 
eral Judge Thomas D. Thacher for 
the past three days, took the stand 
in his own defense yesterday after- 
noon. He made a general denial of 


the evidence which has been addyged 
against him in examination of wit- 
nesses by J. Edward Lumbard Jr. 

Levine commenced his testimony 
under questions by George Wolf, his 
counsei, with statements that he has 
been a member of the bar since 1912, 
and that his practice includes the 
post of attorney for the New York 
Wholesale Furniture Board of Trade. 
There had been some testimony 
about this organization previously. 
Witnesses declared that Levine had 
organized it himself and ‘‘was the 
association.’’ : 

Levine denied this, saying that he 
was simply hired as its counsel, and 
was paid on a percentage basis in’ 
collecting claims. Other: duties. he 
said, included attending meetings 
and supervising the office at 277 
Broadway. He admitted. receiving 
some money for his part in organiz- 
ing the association. 

Questioned about his bookkeeping 
during the period when he was 
counsel for the bankruptcy. commit- 
tee of the New York Wholesale Fur- 
niture Exchange, a different organi- 
zation, in 1925, he said that at first 
he deposited dividend checks which 
he received for creditors in a sepa- 
rate account, but later put them in 
the same acount with his own per- 
sonal funds. Asked by Mr. Wolf if 
he did not have a system by which 
creditors’ money was kept separate 
from his own funds, he at first re- 

lied that he did not. When Judge 

hacher commented that this was a 
serious admission, the witness ex- 
plained his system of keeping the 
monies distinct at some length. He 
admitted, however, that because of 
the press of business in his office, 
creditors were sometimes delayed in 
getting their money, .

the creditor, Levine said he could not 
remember about the matter, but con- 
cluded, since his endorsement was 
on the original check, that he had 
cashed it and failed to pay the cred- 
itor through an inadvertence.

The court then asked the witness 
what was his opinion as a lawyer 
about such a manner of treating rec- 
ords of trust funds.

“Tt. certainly is a grossly improper 
method of handling that business,’’ 
the court concluded. 

Before Levine took the _ stand 
several witness gave additional testi- 
mony regarding the bankruptcy of 
Goldberg and Schindler, furniture 
dealers. Some _ corroboration was 
given of previous testimony, pas, | 
to do with Levine’s having receive 
fees from both the petitioning 
creditors, and the parties to the 
composition by which the creditors 
accepted a settlement. 

Levine will resume the stand when 
the investigation reconvenes at eleven 
o’clock this morning.

The blond young giant from 
the Pacific Coast has turned in a 
string of fine performances this 
season, winning the Nassau Country 
Club tournament, the Rhode Island 
championship and the Longwood 
Bowl, but it is doubtful if any other 
victory gave him quite as much sat- 
isfaction as did today’s.

IN CEMETERY STRIKE 


Heavy Police Guard Escorts 
Vans of Workers to Calvary 
Grounds. 








MEN VOTE TO STAY OUT 





Managing Director Says He Is Will- 
Ing to Arbitrate—Forty 
Funerals Delayed. 





James J. Cunningham, superinten- 
dent of the Calvary Cemeteries, re- 
cruited yesterday 125 men from vari- 
ous parts of Manhattan to meet the 
emergency created by the strike of 
cemetery workers, which has held up 
seventy funerals. 

The strike-breakers were carried to 
the Queens cemeteries in buses heav- 
ily guarded by police. 

The strikers were picketed by their 
leaders at strategic points around the 
cemetery, but did not interfere with 
the work of the strikebreakers, who 
were guarded throughout the day by 
a detail of patrolmen and mounted 
police. 

At a meeting at McGarry’s Hall, 
69 Greenpoint Avenue, Blissville, yes- 
terday afternoon the workers voted 
to continue the strike until their de- 





mands for an increase in wages from 
$5 to $7 was met. They also agreed | 
to remain on strike until ugh | 
Dougherty, president of the Ceme-| 
tery Workers’ Union, and two others | 
of their number who had been dis-| 
charged prior to the strike were re-| 
instated. 

Mr. Cunningham said last night | 
that he believed the workers had 
been intimidated by l. .or organizers 
and had-been forced into going on 
strike. ‘‘When. thines bicome nor- 
mal,” he said, ‘if the workers will 
make application for reinstatement, 
we will employ them again. The 
strikers are experienced cemetery 
workers and it hard to break in 
new men.” 

The strike-breakers were immedi- 
ately put to work digging two 200- 
foot trenches to receive temporarily 
coffins awaiting final burial. ; 

Dr. John H. rry, assistant sani- 
tary superintendent of the Queens 
Department of Health, visited the 
cemeteries and approved of all the 
steps being taken. 

esterday neither the cemetery of- 
ficials nor the strike leaders would 
estimate the probable duration of the 
strike. Alexander Marks, represen- 
tative of the American Federation of 
Labor, said Wednesday that the 
board of trustees of the cemetery had 
agreed to grant a hearing of the 
strikers’ demands yesterday, but -this 
was denied yesterday by the Rev. 
Aloysius C. Dineen, managing direc- 
tor of the cemeteries. No hearing 
was held. 
‘When asked what steps he in- 
tended to take for a settlement of 
the strike, Mr. Dineen said, ‘‘We 
plan to meet the public requirements 
to the best of our ability and we are 
erfectly willing to have an impartial 
board of arbitration that will act as 
a fact-finding commission, We shail 
be glad to abide by their findings.”’ 

Notices posted around the ceme- 
teries yesterday stated that any 
‘‘past or present employes’’ may re- 
ceive their back wages at 11 A. M. 
today at the cemetery’s offices. As 
today will be the fourth day of the 
strike, the cemetary officials hope 
that many of the workers will re- 
turn. Although all the strikers were 
technically discharged when they did 
not respond to the cemetary officials’ 
ultimatum by reporting for work 
yesterday, nevertheless the officials 
are ready to receive any of the 
workers back as soon as they apply. 


NATIONS GET COPIES 
OF ANTI-WAR PACT 


State Department Announces Also 
Exchanges Between Hoover and 
Ibanez on Tacna-Arica.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Certified 
copies of the instruments of ratifica- 
tion and of adherence to the general 
pact for the renunciation of war 
have been forwarded to American 
diplomatic officers abroad for trans- 
mission to the Foreign Ministers of 
the governments signatory to the 
treaty, the State Department an- 
nounced today. The compact became 
effective on July 24 and the copies 
are being sent to the foreign govern- 
ments in conformity with a provision 
of the treaty. 

The department at the same time 
announced receipt of a message by 
President Hoover from President 
Ibanez of Chile announcing the ex- 
change of ratification between that 
country and Peru of their treaty for 
settlement of the Tacna-Arica con- 
troversy. The telegram from Presi- 
dent Ibanez was dated Sunday, the 
day the ratifications were exchanged, 
and the compact is to tome into 
force thirty days from that date. 
President Ibanez expressed his 
thanks for the cooperation of the 
United States in the _ settlement. 
President Hoover in reply described 
the treaty as ‘‘a definite and happy 
i: of the Tacna-Arica prob- 
em. 

The message from President Ibanez 
read as follows: 

“On the morning of today the 
plenipotentiaries of Chile and Peru 
have signed the process verbal which 
records the exchange of the instru- 
ments of ratification of the treaty 
signed in Lima on June 3 last. The 
cooperation which the United States 
has lent to this work of American 
harmony that has just ended in a 
solemn ceremony commands the 

atitude of Chile, and I therefore 
ulfill the high duty of so express- 
ing it to the arbiter whose weighty 
and delicate work ends in the inter- 
national act concluded on this day. 

“Please accept, Excellency, this 
manifestation of the Chilean grati- 
tude and my own, together with the 
wishes that I make for the prosper- 
ity of the North American people 
and the happiness of the President 
of the United States.”

‘“‘We now have possession of every- 
thing that the Clarke brothers and 
their wives had. They have turned 
over their all to us voluntarily.”’ 


Referee Warns Depositors. 


Referee Lyttle then warned deposi- | 
tors of Clarke Brothers that he had 
received information that lawyers 
were seeking to represent them and 
that the depositors’ committee had 
been obtaining their signatures to 

‘proof of eclaim’’ forms, which gave 
power of attorney to a committee of| 
ten. ; 

“T don’t like the look of things,”’ 
said Referee Lyttle, displaying one 
of the committee’s ‘‘proof of claim”’ 


forms. ‘‘I don’t know just what they 
are doing, but I warn you, pay no 


money to lawyers you know nothing 
about. This office is the proper 
place to file your. claims and I shall 
gladly give you free of charge such 
advice as I can. All proofs of claims 
will have to be tried out here,’’

One to Stand on Plea. | 


After the hearing, Hudson Clarke | 
Jr., who, with Philip L. Clarke and |

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 1.—Mary 
Lewis, Metropolitan Opera singer,

Bohnen, baritone, was called an

In her complaint Miss Lewis cited 
incident after incident of alleged acts 
of cruelty. 

In New York, she said, Mr. Bohnen 
tried to make her jump out of a win- 
dow on the fourteenth floor of an 
apartment. In Paris, the complaint 
continues, he knocked her down and 
ee eg her around the floor by the 

air. 

In Berlin he is accused of knock- 
ing her against a door so hard that 
the door was burst off its hinges. 

Back in Los Angeles her husband, 
she charges, slapped her and slammed 
ed against a wall, and-so she sued 

m. 

Until the suit was filed the Bohn- 
ens were still called ‘‘ideally suited.”’’ 

They were married in New York 
in 1927 and have spent practically 
all of their wedded. life in Europe, 
coming to Los Angeles three months 
ago, where Mr. Bohnen is fulfilling a 
picture contract at Warner Brothers’ 
| studio and Miss Lewis was to rest 
until the opening of the opera sea- 
son next Winter. They had expressed 
their intention of -making Southern 
California their permanent home.

‘BALTIMORE, Aug. 1.—Comment- 
ing on United States District Attor- 
ney Amos W. Woodcock’s notifica- 
tion to the Chief of Police of. Balti- 
more City that the police must re- 
port violations of the Volstead act, 
Governor Albert Ritchie said today 
that the Federal Government had no 
more power over Maryland police 
than’ the Maryland Governor ‘had 
over Federal police. 

Police Commissioner Gaither had 
replied to-the Federal States Attor- 
ney that policemen were already un- 
der orders to report dry law viola- 
tions to the captains of their dis- 
tricts, who in turn would report 
them to the Federal, authorities. 

Attorney Woodcock, however, de- 
clared that under the law patrolmen 
themselves must report the _viola- 
tions to Federal officers. Determina- 
tion was shown on the part of the 
government to uphold the recently 
re-enacted ruling on felony law 
which makes it a prison offense for 
one with knowledge of violation of 
a Federal statute not to report it te 
the authorities, and a warrant has 
been issued for the ‘arrest of Harry 
Stone, a deputy gheriff of Anne 
Arundel County, for failure to report 
the presence of an alleged still at 
Pasadena in his investigation of the 
death of two men and the injury of 
a third.

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ON THE BURNING DECK. 


As it developed, the Republican 
convention last night might as well 
not have met. For Mr. LAGUARDIA, 
whom it has endorsed to the party 
voters at their September primary, 
was not to be headed off. There 
were two reasons. One was that 
no Democrat, save Mr. HYLAN, or 
eminent Republican could be found 
who was willing to make the race 
against Mayor WALKER. The other 
was that Mr. LAGUARDIA, by ask- 
ing support for the nomination 
early, had too much strength to 
be overtaken by last-minute ef- 
forts in behalf even of so highly 
favored a candidate as his col- 
league in Congress, Mrs.: PRATT. 
As it was in the beginning of the 
desperate search it was at the 
finish. With a month in which to 
make the effort, and Mr. La- 
GUARDIA’S call for a business man 
of high type as the slogan, the lead- 
ers will attempt to find nominees 
for Controller and President of the 
Board of Aldermen who will offer 
some reason for voters to helieve 
that the Republican organization is 
on a higher plane than Tammany. 
And Mr. HYLAN has the same period 
in which to determine his future 
course. 

From the Mayoralty nominee a 
vigorous campaign may be expected. 
Whatever defeat may be in store 
for him wili not be taken lying 
down. Just what personal platform 
he proposes to offer the city, justi- 
fying a change in government, will 
be awaited with interest. The con- 
vention platform, adopted last night, 
gives no clue. It is cut from the 
same old pattern. But, whatever 
may be thought of Mr. LAGUARDIA, 


he is a very new type of Republican 
nominee. 


AMBASSADOR TO ITALY. 


In choosing Mr. JOHN W. GARRETT 
as the new Ambassador to Italy 
President HOOVER has selected a man 
who combines knowledge of business 
with an extensive diplomatic ex- 
perience. As Minister to Venezuela 
and to Holland, and Ambassador to 
the Argentine, Mr. GARRETT has 
come in contact with America’s for- 
eign relations in various parts of 
the world, He served in France dur- 
ing the war as special agent in the 
American Embassy, and during the 
Washington Conference was its Sec- 
retary General. 

Mr. GARRETT knows Italy well, 
having served there as Secretary of 
the American Embassy when he be- 
gan his diplomatic career. Both he 
and his wife speak Italian fluently, 
and have many friends in Italy. 
Having a private fortune, he will be 
equipped for the social activities 
which play so large a part in pres- 
ent-day diplomacy. Some of our 
representatives in London and Paris 
have had to spend from $50,000 to 
$100,000 a year. out of their own 
pockets to make up for the inade- 
quate. compensation given them by 
the government. 

The post in Rome is at present 
one of the most interesting in Eu- 
rope. The only important unsolved 
problem between the United States 
and Italy has to do with dual citi- 
zenship. A minor but more vocal 
matter is the resentment of Italians 
against America’s proposed tariff 
changss and the immigration re- 
striction act. But as a point of 
d «1. 


vantage from which to study Euro- 
pean relations Rome offers excep- 
tional opportunities. Ambassador 
GARRETT’s exceptional knowledge of 
Huropean politics and economic 
problems makes him especially well 
fitted to report from Rome to Wash- 
ington on the course events are 
taking. 


DANGEROUS OVERLOADING. 


After forty days spent in inyesti- 
gating the causes of the Vestris dis- 
aster, the British Board of Trade 
court places first: a condition that 
did not figure prominently in the 
two investigations made in the 
United States. This is overloading 
the ship. The effect was an insuf- 
ficient margin of stability, which in 
heavy .weather made the Vestris 
list dangerously. On one point both 
the American and British investiga- 
tors are agreed: Captain CAREY lost 
six precious hours in sending out the 
first S O S. The explanation of his 
delay might be found in the Lam- 
port & Holt Line’s instructions to 
every shipmaster that he “must 
“carefully consider the actual 
“amount of peril there may be for 
“the lives of those under his charge 
“and then judge whether he will be 
“ justified or not in fighting his way 
“unaided to the nearest port. His 
“being able to succeed in this will 
“always be considered a matter of 
“high recommendation to him as a 
“master.” This the British court 
condemned as “ highly undesirable.” 

JOHNSON, the senior surviving of- 
ficer, had nothing to say in the New 
York hearings about the overload- 
ing of the Vestris, but in London he 
made a clean breast of it and testi- 
fied that in such cases :a “ false 
draught’ was entered in the offi- 
cial log. Overloading is not scruti- 
nized in American ports as it should 
be. The inquiries here brought the 
conduct of Captain CAREY and his 
officers into unpleasant prominence, 
because the emergency found them 
slow-witted, if not incapable. The 
British court’s findings bear down 
heavily on the management of the 
Lamport & Holt Line in New York, 
who are held responsible for over- 
loading the ship. In London, em- 
phasis was laid upon the fact that 
“the vessel was not fit to encoun- 
ter the perils of the voyage.” This 
criticism is directed against the lack 
of proper inspection in American 
ports. 

What is to be done in this coun- 
try to make outgoing ships safer? 
Senator WAGNER of New York, who 
condemned the American reports as 
superficial, attacked in February 
the indifference of the Commerce 
Committee. Commissioner O’NEILL 
made sound proposals for remedial 
Federal legislation: a requirement 
that owners furnish stability data, 
thorough inspection of all parts ot 
a ship, the location of “sea connec- 
tions ”’ where they could be got at, 
and improvements in life-saving 
equipment. Overloading, which the 
British court finds as the chief con- 
tributing cause to the sinking of the 
Vestris, did not receive here the 
attention it should have. 


DR. WORK’S SUCCESSOR: 


If CLAuDIUS H. HusToN of Indi- 
ana, Tennessee and New York City 
is to be chosen “from the five 
under consideration” as the chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, a real Mysterious Stranger 
will have come into the open at 
last. He enjoys a whispered repu- 
tation for political acumen em- 
ployed far from that spotlight in 
the rays of which Dr. Work, the 
present chairman, loves to bask. 
Admiring friends insist that Mr. 
HUSTON raised the money, planned 
the tactics and kept the secrets of 
the Hoovercrat campaign in the 
South last Fall. At any rate, it was 
successful, and the Democrats never 
could discover where the money 
came from. Mr. HUSTON in 1920 
had been State chairman in Ten- 
nessee when the break in the Solid 
South was made by the Republicans; 
HERBERT HOOVER has long been 
known to depend upon his political 
counsels, and his record as a money 
raiser is impressive. So it may 
be true that he cast and pulled in 
the fishing-line on which five States 
of the Solid South were found cling- 
ing. Ever since he was Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce Mr. HUSTON 
has ‘been devoted to the President’s 
political cause, and his selection as 
National Chairman would be politi- 
cal logic. 

With his love for mystery and his 
reticence Mr. HUSTON will be very 
different from his predecessor. The 
Raskob-Shouse organization of the 
Democrats at Washington, which 
has been getting unusual publicity 
for that party this Summer, will 
find it difficult to debate in public 
with the Mysterious Stranger. .But 
if the past in any way suggests the 
future, they will know in other ways 
that the Republicans again have an 
Indiana politician as their chair- 
man. This tall, lean man with the 
slate-blue eyes and the tight lips in 
no physica] way suggests that other 
Hoosier chairman, WILL H. Hays. 
But he knows all the tricks, prefer- 
ring to clothe them in garments of 
silence instead of flowing robes of 
inspirational speech, 

The long-enduring alliance between 
the President and Mr. HUSTON has 
been curious, but it has been effec- 
tive, Certainly some clever work 
went on in the rooms of the Indiana- 
Tennessee politician at the Kansas 











City convention. He attended no vis- 
ible conferences; few newspaper men 


re?

sought him for information; his 
name rarely appeared in the list of 
those presumed to be managing af- 
fairs out there. Yet telephone com- 
munication with Mr. HOOVER at 
Washington could always -be quickly 
established by this low-lying con- 
vention onlooker; and his secre- 
taries were constantly telling him 
that “ MELLON ” or “ BUTLER ” want- 
ed “to come up right away.” ° Mr. 
VARE of Pennsylvania did not con- 
sult any of his own delegates before 
making the announcement that set- 
tled the nomination, but friends of 
Mr. HusToN darkly intimate that 
“the Colonel” (as of course he is 
known) greased the ways in ad- 
vance. As the Unknown Knight, 
with a vague reputation for skill in 
battle, this new figure in national 
politics’. moves with catlike tread. 
If the Democrats are not already 
frightened by a legend, some. secret 
historians of the last campaign pre- 
dict that they will soon be fright- 
ened by an actuality. 


COMMUNISTS AND WAR. 


There is no ground for questioning 
the sincerity of the Communist rank 
and file which participated in yester- 
day’s ‘* world-wide ” demonstrations 
against war. The Communist lead- 
ers may. have had their mental res- 
ervations. As devout followers of 
KARL Marx they would know that 
the march of events is not ruled 
by men, but by economic evolution. 
Wars are not let loose by human 
beings, not even by capitalists and 
imperialists, but are the inescapable 
products of the Capitalist System. 
among whose victims are the capi- 
talists themselves. To an intelligent 
Communist a public protest against 
war should be as logical as a meet- 
ing in Union Square against the next 
eclipse of the moon. So respectable 
a figure in the Communist world as 
LEON TROTSKY makes it the chief 
burden of his pamphleteering that 
even now the imperialist nations are 
headed, against their will it may be, 
toward another world war which 
will deal the final blow to the capi- 
talist system and round out the 
work which the late World War 
began. 

This last circumstance, even more 
than Marxian consistency, argues 
against the sincerity of the flaming 
words with which war was de- 
nounced from yesterday’s platforms. 
If Communist leaders could afford 
to be 100 per cent outspoken, they 
would not be staging demonstrations 
against war, but would be holding 
public meetings in favor of war. 
The one real victory of communism, 
in Soviet Russia, was obviously made 








“ossible by the World War. It is a 
mmonplace that three years of 
ar marked by staggering defeat 

-verthrew the Czar’s Government. 

{. was one more chapter in the 

established Russian tradition that 

Czarist defeat in battle meant prog- 

ress for the Russian people. The 

disappointments of the Crimean 

War ient impetus to the liberal 

movement under ALEXANDER II sig- 

nalized by the emancipation of the 
serfs. Defeat by Japan twenty-five 
years ago led directly to the revolu- 
tion of 1905 and the establishment 
of a rudimentary constitutionalism. 

The tremendous battle shocks of 

1914-17 produced a correspondingly 

thorough domestic overturn. Out- 

side of Russia the only serious: Com- 
munist threat after the war was 
faced by the nations that had sut- 
fered defeat and humiliation. Trot- 

SKY has obviously tenable grounds 

for asserting that another world 

war will bring Western Europe into 
the Communist fold. Where he is 
weak is in the conviction that this 
next war is just around the corner. 

One way there is to vindicate 

Communist sincerity in protesting 

against war, and that is to distin- 

guish between war and war. Any 
conflict between nations other than 

Russia arising out of any cause 

whatsoever is war; but a war in 

which Soviet Russia is involved is 
not war as far as Russia is con- 
cerned, though her opponent is ob- 
viously making war. Any conflict 
having for its purpose the perpet- 
uation of the capitalist system is 
war, but any conflict having for 
its purpose the establishment of 
communism is not war. Communists 
foresee a succession of savage strug- 
gles loo-iing remarkably like war 
and bearing down painfully on the 
affected peo" but they are not 
really wars if the outcome is the 
replacement of the present interna- 
tional system by a single World 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics. 


WHERE JUSTICE IS NOT A GOOD 
FELLOW. 


A rich young American in Eng- 
land, whose ignition was excessive 
and who had been fueling up all 
day, was driving an automobile 
along the Bath road. He banged 
into a motorcycle, knocked off and 
smashed its rider so that he died 


Mthree days afterward, broke a head- 


light of his own machine and went 
on his uncertain course until the po- 
lice nabbed him. Indicted for man- 
slaughter, he pleaded not guilty. 
He employed one of the most emi- 
nent English criminal lawyers as 
his chief counsel. Medical experts 
of credit and renown were sum- 
moned. A qualitative and quantita- 
live analysis* of" Pimm’s .No. 1 
Cup,” of which the defendant testi- 
fied that he had taken five doses, 
was made by the chemists and toxi- 





cologists and learned leeches. One. 
“medical man” was sure that the

combined Pimms were only equal to 
three large whiskies. 
A famous pathologist, who ought 


to be. even more famous as an. 


acoustician, expressed the opinion 
that the driver might not. have 
heard so faint a sound as the crash 
of his machine into the motorcycle. 
There was plenty of evidence, which 
we needn’t go intc, that Pimm’s No. 
1 had had an unstabilizing effect 
upon the motor car driver. The -jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty. The 
presiding Judge had commented 
freely on the testimony, English 
Judges not sitting as puppets. After 
the verdict, but before sentence, 
the defense announced in court that 
the defendant had provided for the 
widow of the victim for life and at 
a scale exceeding that to which she 
had been accustomed. 

The defendant’s counsel asked 
that consideration be shown him as 
a foreigner, as a wealthy and gen- 
ercus man, who had made a hand- 
some settlement on the widow. His 
youth and excellent character were 
dwelt upon. The Judge told the jury, 
in effect, that this was all irrele- 
vant. The same justice was due to 
foreigner and to native. Wealth and 
generosity had nothing to do with 
the case. If the man had not volun- 
teered to compensate the widow, he 
could have been made to by the law. 
“Try him just as you would a Lon- 
“don costermonger charged with 
“knocking somebody down through 
“driving a cart furiously.” So the 
unsentimental jury brought in their 
verdict. The unsympathetic Judge 
found imprisonment for five months 
the least sentence that could be 
justified. This in addition to the 
entire cost of two trials at London 
and one in the lower court. 

What would have ‘happened over 
here? You can almost hear the jury 
talk. ‘Oh, he’s a good fellow, after 
“all. The police always say that a 
‘“‘man is drunk if there is any smell 
“of liquor on him. He’s done the 
“best thing he could. Sentencing 
“him to jail won't bring back the 
“dead. Let him go.” And they 
would have shaken him warmly by 
the hand after his acquittal. It 
would have been a proud recollec- 
tion that they had assisted in the 
rescue of this young man from the 
hands of the law. In their easy good 
nature they would have forgotten 
the public safety. A serious crime 
would have been lost sight of in the 
gush of fraternity and sentimen- 
tality. The Judge’s duties would 
have consisted largely in keeping 
his mouth shut, much as he would 
have liked to interfere in the interest 
of common sense and justice. 

A party of mid-Western Judges and 
lawyers is in England, at the invita- 
tion of the Lord Chancellor, study- 
ing English legal methods and court 
procedure. The Judge’s hand in a 
trial may seem to them a part of 
English court procedure that the 


United States could most profitably 
borrow.

CAPITAL SHIPS INCLUDED. 


Naval parleys between Washing- 
ton and London have proceeded at 
a dizzying rate of speed. There has 
hardly been a day when Ambassa- 
dor DAWES did not call upon Prime 
Minister MACDONALD, in order to 
report upon his .latest instructions 
from the State Department, and 
carry the negotiations one step 
further. It is not strange that Mr. 
MACDONALD wants to get away for 
a three weeks’ holiday! Yet even in 
his Scottish retreat it is to be ex- 
pected that General DAWES will 
bombard him with dispatches. Presi- 
dent HOOVER has the whole matter 
very much at heart, and wants to 
make things move rapidly. Appar- 
ently he also thinks that he has the 
plans and formulas for naval reduc- 
tion clear in his own mind, and needs 
only to state and explain them in 
order to get them accepted. 

Probably not even this naval mil- 
lennium will be ushered in over 
night. The issues are so momentous 
that discussions and _ conferences 
must inevitably be prolonged. Yet to 
a surprising extent agreement has 
already been reached. One of the 
main points of it was disclosed by 
Mr. Hoover in his letter to the Com- 
mander of the American Legion. 
Naval parity as between England 
and the United States is the funda- 
mental principle upon which the 
whole proceeding depends. This has 
been freely assented to by the 
British Government. In fact, it did 
so, so far as mere words could go, 
two years ago at Geneva. But now 
it is evident that Mr. Hoover has 
secured something more precise and 
promising. In advancing from a 
conceded parity to a desired reduc- 
tion, the famous but still undisclosed 
“yardstick” of the Washington 
Government may be applied in ways 
not previously. foreseen. 

This is foreshadowed by the Lon- 
don dispatch in THE TIMES of yes- 
terday, wherein Mr, JAMES stated 
definitely that the question of bat- 
tleships is soon to be taken into con- 
sideration as a part.of the material 
to be submitted to the coming naval 
conference. That would be an ad- 
vance over anything previously pre- 
dicted. All the talk has been of 
cruisers and destroyers and sub- 
marines. [t was taken for granted 
that capital ships were to be left 


where they were placed by the} 


Washington Treaty of 1922. That 
agreement itself meant a great re- 
duction in battleships; some -were 
Scrapped outright, and others that 
had been projected were given up. 
The main effect-of this was, accord- 
ing to Secretary HUGHES, to make 





an aggressive naval war impossible. 
Without mentioning particular coun- 
tries, it was understood that Japan 
would not have. sufficient strength 
in capital ships to-sail to attack the 
American fleet near the Pacific 
Coast, and that the United States, 
in turn; would not be strong enough 
in battleships to challenge the Japa- 
nese Navy near its own bases. But 
now the intimation is that this limi- 
tation of battleships may itself be 
further limited. 

If it is done, or even attempted, 
the reasons will be obvious. Once 
grant that an aggressive war is 
ruled out of the probabilities of the 
future, and the big and costly bat- 
tleships will begin to look superflu- 
ous. Some naval authorities have 
considered that they ought to be 
given up in any case, as a sort of 
useless white elephant, too vulner- 
able to torpedoes and bombing from 
the air. Yet it is probably true that 
the prevailing judgment of naval 
experts is that the battleship is in- 
dispensable if there is again to be 
a great line-of-battle contest at sea. 
Eliminate that, and the value of 
capital ships would decline. Then | 
if it should appear that by laying 
up battleships, or failing to replace 
them, a larger tonnage of cruisers 
could be built, naval authorities 
might prick up their ears. As the 
Hoover plan contemplates working 
out the fighting value of every ship, 
and allowing a total number of 
“points” for each navy in the 
agreement, it is clear that the sur- 
render of a capital ship, credited 
with the greatest number of points, 
would allow construction of other 
types much more to be desired at 
the time. 

- This remains for the present pure- 
ly speculative. The certain and 
agreeable thing to record is that the 
whole naval negotiation is marching 
forward at a good pace with every 
prospect of attaining results much 
greater than any one a year ago 
would have thought possible.

When and if all this 
happens, there should be at least 
some Congressional orators who will 
never be asked, even by the most 
fiery Mississippian, to ‘‘step outside.”’

The driver in question was arrested 
in Varick Street. The traffic officer 
testified that the offender forced 
other motorists to turn out of his 
way. This is a mild way of describ- 
ing the habits of such men. They 
have been known not only to steer 
tenaciously down the middle of a 
road so that it is impossible to pass 
them, but also to stop for passengers 
so far from the curb that to attempt 
to pass is to risk meeting an on- 
coming car.

DISTRUST OF FARM PLANS. 


Mr. Legge’s Appointment Has Led to 
Cynicism Among Agriculturists. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

R. J. Cornelius, in his letter to 
Tue Times about the Federal Farm 
Board, touched on the weakness of 
the situation from the farmers’ 
standpoint, and I think fairly repre- 
sented the feeling among his class as 
I find in my almost continual con- 
tact with them. I differ with him to 
some extent on his inferences. 

The Federal Farm Board’s useful- 
ness depends entirely upon its ability 
to secure cooperation from the farm- 
ers themselves, and on this account 
the appointment of Mr. Legge is so 
great a mistake that it gives the im- 
pression of cynical indifference to 
their feelings. 

Rightly or wrongly, the majority 
of the farmers consider that the gen- 
eral manager of the Harvester Trust 
is their particular head devil. Itis a 
fact that the products of this com- 
pany have averaged higher than any 
other commodity. The farmer has 
compared its ascending price scale 
with the descending price scale of au- 
tomobiles, for instance, and has com- 
pared the quality of product against 
the increased efficiency of motor cars, 
with the result that he thinks that he 
has been robbed. 


If it is pointed out that the Har-| hj 


vester people have shown no such 
profits as some of the automobile 
companies, he retorts that they have 
had greater opportunities to collate 
resources and get advantage of con- 
tinual production than any automo- 
bile manufacturer, and that if they 
have not made more money it must 
be on account of poor management. 
Talk of ‘“‘supermen” may be all 


time of war, but that also was a mis. 
take. In spite of what Mr. Cornelius 
—humorously, no doubt—says of the 
stupidity of farmers, they are too in- 
telligent to take any stock in it. In 
fact, I find that most of them, like 
Mr. Cornelius, resent it. 

Mr. Legge’s first statement, in 
which he claimed partial credit for 
the board as a psychological effect 
for the recent advance in wheat, 
which was caused by prospective crop 
failures, is also resented by hard- 
headed farmers, who have seen these 
shifts occur many times and have 
seen much greater advances with less 
grounds. 

There is no solidarity in the rural 
thought. Many agreed with the meth- 
ods proposed and more did not. How- 
ever, on one thing they were agreed, 
following the election: This was that 
whatever the administration did it 
would be along business-like lines. 
They, supporters and opponents, 
firmly believed in that. 

Now, however, the appointment of 
Mr. Legge, the propaganda which ac- 
companied the appointment and the 
statements of Mr. Legge have aroused 
a cynical distrust among their lead- 
ers. The farmers have leaders, and 
capable ones, make no mistake about 
that, although they are rarely the 
political leaders that the East hears 
of and from.

“Showmanship,” Dr. Wilbur de 
clared, ‘‘does not lead the Indian to- 
ward establishing himself on an even 
keel of self-respecting independence. 
It does quite the reverse. It throws 

m back on a masquerade of a 
manner of life that no longer exists 
and cannot exist in contact with the 
dominant civilization. 

‘‘Well educated Indian Americans 
bedeck themselves with paint and 
feathers and engage in the dances of 
their grandfathers. These do so to 
the benefit of individuals or com-' 
munities who use them to attract 
visitors. Those individuals and com- 
munities may profit, but the whole- 
some development of the Indian is 
interfered with and he is hurt. The 
department will do all it can to dis- 
courage this showmanship as distinct 
from the natural celebrations of the 
Indians carried on among them- 
selves.’’ 

If there is need for an ‘Indian 
Zoo,”’ the Episcopal Convocation 
urged that it be established ‘‘frankly 
for what it is.” Whenever in the 
West, it said, any community is to 
observe some anniversary, such as 
the founding of the city, the discov- 
ery of gold, the arrival of the first 
white man, it stages a celebration, 
and then, that it may draw the 
crowds, sends for Indians trapped 
out in accordance with customs of 
hundreds of years ago and proceeds 
to commer ialize them. 

“Few towns or counties in the 
West ever attempt such a celebration 
as the holding of an annual fair,”’ 
the protest asserted, without using 
every endeavor to call the Indians 
away from their homes and occupa- 
tions for participation in it, not as 
normal citizens, but as representa- 
tives of a civilization that is weird 
and barbaric.”’ 


Would Abandon Ancient Emblems. 


“The white man would not care,” 
the protest continues, ‘‘to be enter- 
tained by what was done in the dark 
ages of his past. The Indians, how- 
ever, with the consent of the gov- 
ernment, are asked to forget their 
pigs and cows, and tilling of the soil, 
the many years they spent in govern- 
ment schools; to turn their eyes 
away from the future of industry 
and independence, and to turn back 
the pages of a wild and unenlight- 
ened past. 

‘‘We wish to make it very clear 
that we do not consider the. war 
whoop, war paint, the war dances, 
and the tomahawk emblems of in- 
dustry, of settled God-fearing homes, 
of Christian civilization,’’ . 

‘‘We are desirous,’’ Secretary Wil- 
bur said in response to the protest, 
“of having the Indian make his own 
decisions fn so far as it is possible, 
and our general aim is to give him 
full contro] of himself as soon as we 
can have reasonable confidence in 
his success. 

‘‘Nevertheless, the show business 
is apt to be demoralizing to people 
and certainly one cannot see that 
the Indians’ participation in it has 
cpntributed to their advance. We 
hope that we can work out plans 
which will lead to more stable life 
than is possible with the artificial 
persistence of customs of this sort.” 


Round-up of Seminoles Stopped. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (4).—One 
hundred years of official effort to 
round up the Seminole Indians and 
place them on a Florida reservation

‘‘How long have these Indians been 
taking care of themselves?’’ the Sec- 
retary, who has ideas of his own 
about the red men, inquired. 

“As long "as we have known any- 
thing about them,’’ was the reply. 

‘‘Well,’’ said the Secretary, “‘leave 
them alone—forget about putting 
them on a reservation.”’ 

The Indian Office is planning a 
careful study of the three branches 
of the tribe and hopes to assist them 
in matters of education, sanitation 
and methods of making a living. 

Most of the Seminoles have made 
a living selling plumes and alligator 
skins, but the market for these prod- 
ucts has been dwindling. There have 
been some instances of acute suffer- 
ing. The bureau is planning to af- 
ford relief in these cases and wher- 
ever possible establish aids which 
will help the Seminoles to take care 
of themselves. But, after their cen- 
tury of outwitting the paleface, no 
further effort will be made to inter- 
fere with their liberties.

Metzger Tells Class Academic 
Integrity Forbids Bigotry. 


Special to The New York Times. . 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Aug. 
1.—Dr. Fraser Metzger, dean of men 
at Rutgers University, told the fifty- 
eight students who received degrees 
at the third annual Summer ‘school 
convocation of Rutgers University 
this afternoon that the challenge of 
academic integrity prohibited all 
bigotry either of science, philosophy 
or religion. 

“T am not unmindful:of the con- 
tention in certain, circles.that aca- 
demic integrity means art for art’s 
sake,’’ Dr. Metzger said. ‘“‘I would 
amend this to the effect that aca- 
demic integrity means truth for 
truth’s sake under the conviction 
that in truth ‘and truth alone is 
found the freedom and progress of 
the human race. 

“The stern. challenge of _ this 
principle lies at the door of every 
university and prohibits all bigotry, 
either of science; philosophy or re- 
ligion. It will have no concourse 
with prejudice or mere tradition, nor 
will it fail to respect the truth that 
has been revealed, asking only that 
history keep a clear mi as the 
essential truths that the past has re- 
vealed.”’ 

Dr. John M. Thomas, president of 
Rutgers, conferred degrees on fifty- 
eight candidates in course, and 
awarded’ twenty certifcates for corn- 
pletion of courses in public health, 
public school art and music. 

The convocation exercises, which 
brought to a close the seventeénth 
annual Summer session, were held in 
Kirkpatrick Chapel.

GUNMEN GRAGK SARE, 
BUT FIND-NO MONEY 


Eight Bind Watchman; Give Him 
Cigarettes and Roam Through . 
Building Three Hours. 








TIP APPARENTLY “FALSE

Raid on Armored Car’ Company’s 
Office Yields Only Eight Pistols 
—Gang Plants Guns in. Room, 





Eight gunmen with plenty of time 
on their hands roaméd in undisputed 
possession’ through the . four-story 
Harvey Building at 355 East 149th 
Street, the Bronx, early yesterday, 
apparently . working on ‘erroneous 
“inside information” that a large 
pay roll was in the office of the Cross 
Armored Transportation Service on 
the third ‘floor. “They entered three 
doctors’ offices, alternately bound 
and ‘unbound Paul Kunkel, the night 
watchman, geve. him cigarettes /to 
steady his nerves, and jimmied the 
safe in the transportation service of- 
fice... After three hours .the men de- 
parted with eight pigtala, they had 
found in-the ‘safe. 

When policemen arrived they: found 
the office in’ the. wildest con- 
fusion. Lockers and drawers had 
been broken open and their contents, 
including the uniforms of twenty- ; 
one guards employed by the com- 
pany, were strewn about. A dozen | 
high-power rifles .and shotguns, fully | 
loaded and with triggers cocked, had 
been taken from the lockers and! 


were planted near .windows and 
doors of the four-room, suite. a grim 
indication of how the gang intended 
to meet interference. 

District Attorney John E. McGee- 
han said that the men evidently had 
been tipped off that large sums of 
money carried by the company for 
large corporations were in the’ safe. 
Leonard Love, vice. president and 
manager ofthe firm, declared, how- 
ever, that payrolls were never kept 
in the office, the service being xlim- 
ited to transportation to and from 
banks~for their clients. It was be- 
lieved that empty money bags ‘car- 
ried into the building. by. tina bat 
may have given the impression t 
money was kept there, — 

The gang had laid its plans care- 
fully and the. police believe the men 
got information from an, employe of 
the building, or from: some person fa- 
miliar, with it. -One of the band of 

men apparently concealed himself in 
the building before 8 P. M. Wednes- 
day,.when both the front and rear 
doors ‘were locked by Kunkel. At 
10:45 P. M. the mafi admitted ‘his 
confederates through the rear en- 
trance. 

Cigarette stubs on the floor of. the 
room which Kunkel occupies on’ the 
tép floor indicated that the men had 
one there directly in search of him. 

e watchman, however. had gone 
to the third-floor office of Dr. Sam- 
vel Shulhofer, a whysician. because 
it was cooler there. The. gang 
prowled ‘through the building and 
finally. located Kunkel by. the light 
shining through the glass door. © 

‘The men kicked in the glass-and 
potuted. their guns at him vbrough 
he opening.: Fhe watchman, 
was unarmed, said. two men masked 
with handkerchiefs entered, relieved 
him of his keys and trussed him to 
a chair. One man was left on guard 
and he heard the others moving 
about in the corridor. 

The men entered the dental office 
of Dr. 7. H. Cordes across the “all, 
and took out a dental. lamp. This 
was connected in the Cross office 
and focused on the safe whie if was 
being pried. open. The adjoining 
office of Dr. Harry Aranow, a den- 
tist, was similarly entered; but noth- 
ing was taken. 

During the safe-cracking opera- 
tion Kunkel was held captive in Dr. 
Shulhofer’s office’ Oc¢casionatly ohe 
of the other men dropped in and 
Kunkel was unbound and cigarettes 
were given to him. Once he was 
taken to Dr. Cordes’s office and kept 
there for an hour. 

At 1:45 A. M. Kunkel. was led to 
the basement by the men. He count- 
ed eight of them. The watchman 
was ordered to sit ina chair and not 
to move or ‘‘we’ll kill you.’’ Then 
the men left by the rear entrance. 
The pores photographed fingerprints 
on the safe.

The House of Deputies must adopt 
a similar resolution’ to endow the 
legislative body with wer to pro- 
mulgate the labor» code; subject ,to 
the sanction of two-thirds the’ state 
legislatures..° The enabling amend- 
ments. proposed. will. be to article. 73 
and 123 of the constitution.

The clausé celling for payment to be 
made under the social insurance law | 
in maximum amounts of 5 per cent 
of monthly. salaries, not exceeding 
100 pesos and 2 per cent in cases of 
salaries of 200 pesos or over is at- 
tacked by the employers as excessive 
and taxing beth worker and em- 
ployer.

for ‘Insult’ to Untermyer in 
Clash Over.Adjournment. 





COMPANY WITNESS BARRED 





Transit Board Refuses to Hear 
10-Cent Fare Testimony—Hilly 
Calls Petition Imposition. 





SEES INJUNCTION VIOLATED 





Attorney for Board Says Company Is 
Guilty of Contempt in Seeking 
Rate Increase. 





The Transit Commission adjourned 
without. date yesterday the hearing 
on the application of the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company for 
permission .to increase ‘to 10 cents 
the fare on its Manhattan elevated 
lines. Commissioner Charles C. 
Lockwood angrily rebuked former 
Judge William L, Ransom, counsel] 
for the Interborough, for having 
made remarks which Mr. Loekwood 
considered insulting to Samuel Un- 
termyer, special counsel to the 


Transit Commission, when Mr. Ran- 
som opposed an adjournment of the 
hearing without date. 

Chairman William G. Fullen had 
instructed counsel to change briefs 
within two weeks and submit them 
within another week, and had an- 
nounced that the date of the next 
hearing would be determined after 
the Transit Commission had found 
time to study the briefs. 


Objects to Adjournment. 


“On behalf of the petitioner we ob- 
ject to the adjournment of this hear- 
ing without date,” said Mr. Ran- 
s0m, who had run into a succession 


of obstacles from the beginning of 
the hearing when Chairman Fullen 
announced that the commission at 
that session would ‘‘limit the argu- 
rnent to the question of the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission,’’ and to the 
questions of law or fact that counsel 
might present. 

‘“‘We specifically object. to the ad- 
journment of this hearing without 
date,’’ Mr. Ransom said, ‘‘ on the 
ground that from the special coun- 
sel for the commission there has 
come in recent weeks intimations or 
indications of various actions or an- 
ticipated steps in the nature of or- 
ders by this commission which 
would vitally affect this petitioner in 
relation to its revenue, 

“Tn other words, to adjourn a pro- 
ceeding which would give us in- 
creased revenues and to _ proceed 
meanwhile with matters which would 
impose upon the company burdens 
which it could not finance under its 
present state of fares and revenues 
would, I submit, be most unwarrant- 
ed and unjust.”’ 

“Mr. Chairman,’ said Mr. Unter- 
myer, jumping to his feet while Mr. 
Ransom, with face flushed, sat down, 
“I do not propose to allow to go un- 
challenged these statements, which 
the company’s counsel may use as @& 
basis for getting into some court, 
on the ground that this commission 
is not doing its duty—— 

“Mr. Untermyer, as one of the 
members of this commission I should 
like to make a statement,’’ broke’ in 
Commissioner Lockwood. ‘I am fu- 
tiously angry at the suggestion of 
counsel for the Interborough. The 
truth is, and he knows it, that he 
has tried to adjourn this proceeding 
until the middie’ of September, and 
now he has the effrontery to inti- 
mate improper things against you. 
The suggestion made by the Chair- 
man is very reasonable. Why, the 
I. R. T. has come in here day after 
day and endeavored to gét long ad- 


journments, and then they are blam- \+y 


ing it on other people. T think it is 
highly improver for Judge Ransom 
to make the statement that he does.” 
“T have never applied for an ad- 
journment until Sept. 15 or eny other 
dav.’’ Mr. Ransom retorted. 
. “You have been here scheming to 
get this matter adjourned right 
along,’’ insisted Mr. ioockwood. ‘‘You 
have: come to me personally on it. 
I want the record to show that.” 
“That statement is not in accord 
with the facts,’"* Mr. Ransom replied. 
“T think it is outrageous for you 
to think that you can make progress 
in’ this case by insulting the special 
counsel for the commission,”” was 
the next rebuke from Mr. Lockwood. 
“I think it. would be an unwar- 
ranted imposition on the taxpayers 
of the city of New York,” interposed 
Corporation Counsel Hilly “to force 
us into a case where we would be 
canes upon to spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in defense of 
the five-cent fare when the five-cent 
fare is guaranteed in the contracts,’ 
and there is no jurisdiction in this 
petty to entertain any such proceed- 
ng.”’ 


Objects to Limiting Hearing. 


When Chairman” Fullen, at ’the 
opening of the’ hearing, announced 
that he would limit the argument to 


the question of jurisdiction, Mr. Ran- 
som objected, saying he knew of no 
reason for such a “‘li tion or 
diversion of the scope of this hearing 
from its statutory purpose.” 

Over the objections of Mr. Ransom, 
Mr. Untermyer introduced into the 
records the complaints and answers 
in the State suits. He said: 

These papers are -offered“in sup- 
port of the legal prepogtion, first, 
hat the Interborough has elected 
its remedy, and, secondly, that it has 
now pending suits by, way of defense 
and requests for affirmative judg- 
ment in the State court covering the 
subject matter on which it now peti- 
tions this commission, and on this 
basis we will claim, as I advised Mr. 
Ransom, that this petition should be 
dismissed. I do not ct the com- 
mission to pass upon this now.” 

Following an exchange. of su 
tions as to the best way of identify- 
ing the documents in the record, Mr. 
Ransom said: 


“In view of the fact that Mr. Unter. | 


myer, on behalf.of the commission, 
has now upon. this. record stated that 
he has advised the commission that 
this' pending shouldbe dismissed, I 
ask, for the purpose of its being of- 
fered in evidence, fora copy of the 
opinion rendered by counsel which 
has now been: made a public record.” 
“There is no statement by counsel 
that he has advised the commission 
to any such. effect,” corrected Mr. 
Untermyer. “I wish that’ while we 
are in this proceeding we will pre- 
serve the decorum of this. hearing 
and: ctunsel will watch his step.” ' 


Ransom Calls Witness. 


Mr. Ransom called as a first wit- 
ness Charles St. John Warner: Mr. 
Ransom said he understood that 
Chairman Fullen’s ruling excluded

Chicago’s Film Censorship | 
- .~ Takes-In Talking Pictures 
.,, Speciat to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Censorship 
over sound motion pictures was 
established as a legal right of the 
Police Film Censor Board today 
in an opinion by Acting Corpora- 
tion Counsel Breen. Whether the 
city’s reviewers will have the nec- 
essary equipment to carry out this 
added authority hinges on the at- 
titude of the Aldermen. 

Both the State law and the city 
ordinances creating the censor 
board are broad. enough to cover 
the ‘‘talkies’’ as films which must 
be privately viewed before show- 
ing, according to the opinion. 

Alderman John ‘8. Clark, chair- 
man of the Council Finance Com- 
mittee, requested the opinion 
when the matter of appropriating 
$7,000 for ‘the installation of a 
‘talkie’ machine for the board 
was brought up.

Hilly’s' motion for dismissal of the 
petition. Mr. Untermyer said: 

“You have already ruled, in Feb- 
ruary, 1928, that the gestion of the 
rate of fare upon the ‘joint enter- 

rise of the Interborough and the 
Manhattan Elevated was covered by 
contracts, and that the ‘commission 
had no jurisdiction to entertain an 
application for an increase of fare 
upon the situation: then presented. 

“A situation is now presented 
which, I take it, is somewhat differ- 
ent from that which was then pre- 
sented. There they ask it for a joint 
fare increase, and. they asked that i 
be increased to 7 cents. Here they 
ask for ‘an increase on the Man- 
hattan Elevated alone to 10 cents, 
and they deal-here with an extension 
certificate. . 

‘It may. be that they will contend 
that the extension certificate has 
not the force and effect of a con- 
tract. Of course, we are prepared to 
argue that it has all the force and 
effect of a contract and is so stated 
in the certificate itself. The certifi- 
cate is now in evidence and at page 
12 provides as follows: 

‘«*The Interborough Company shall 
be ‘entitled to charge for a single 
fare for each passenger for one con- 
tinuous trip in the same genera! di- 
rection over, the railroads, &c., 
cents ahd‘no more.’”’ 

After reading additional -extracts 
from the; certificate Mr. Untermyer 
asserted that it was ‘‘about, as sol- 
emn and effective an agreement for a 
five-cent fare as any agreement could 
ssibly be.” and that there was no 
difference in legal effect between 
that agreement expressed in the cer- 
tificate and the agreement embodied 
in Contract No. 3 with respect to 
the rate of fare.”’ 


Hilly Supports Untermyer. 


“T join with the argument that has 
just . been made upon the two 
grounds enumerated,”’ sajd Mr. 
Hilly. 

“T feel, as'I have expressed my- 
self before, that the opinion of the 
Supreme Court has determined once 
and for all the question of fare on 
all. lines operated in the city of New 
York, and that there should not be 
any entertainment of any petition of 
this kind until the question of juris- 
diction is’ determined.” 

In presenting his arguments on be- 
half = nas Interborough, Mr. Ran- 
som said: 

“This complaint here states cond}- 
tions, states facts and circumstances 
and asks relief. In the first in- 
stance, the complaint points out that 
the five-cent fare charged and col- 
lected on these elevated lines of the 
Manhattan Division is insufficient to 
yield reasonable compensation for 
the service rendered and is unjust, 
unreasonable and wholly inadequate 
and . insufficient and confiscatory, 
whereby it is suffering and continu- 
ing o suffer irreparable injury.”

History of Negotiations With City 
and: Details of Changes Are 
Given in Application. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The New 
York Central Railroad filed today an 
epplication with the Interstate .Com- 
merce Commission for permission to 
rebuild its tracks on the west side 
of Manhattan between Sixtieth Street 
end Spring Street, to eliminate all 
grade crossings either by use of sub- 
surface structure ‘or by viaducts 
overhead. 1s 


The changes contemplated by the 
road look ‘to a new terminal at 
Spring Street, better express, milk 
and freight. handling facilities, 
elimination of steam operation in 
Manhattan and ‘eventually a new 
railroad bridge over the Harlem ship 
canal. The cost of the new con- 
struction was not indicated. 

‘The kind ‘and amount of securities 
to be issued to finance the proposed 
construction have not as yet been de- 
termined,” the application ‘stated. 

“The changed or altered line of 
railroad,’’ the commussion was told, 
‘twill extend from the Spring Street 
to ‘the Thirtieth Street yard of ‘the 
applicant and from the Thirtieth 
Street yard to the Sixtieth Street 
yard of the applicant, a total dis- 
ance of approximately 3.8 miles. 

“The number of miles of main 
aby i of said altered line will be 7.6 
miles.’’ ; 


Its Purposes Explained. 
Negotiations for the improveraents 
have been under way for several 
months. In an explanation preiimi- 
nary to giving the details of the 

changes, the application said: 
‘The applicant for the purpose of 
the elimination of the highway-rail- 


road grade crossing of its railroad 
on the west side of the Borough ‘of 
Manhattan, city of: New York, and 
pursuant to an order of the Transit 
Commission of the State of New 
York in that regard, proposes to con- 
struct its railroad on a changed line 
and at a separated grade from the 
streets crossed~ thereby southerly of 
its Sixtieth Street yard in the 
Borough of Manhattan, city of New 
York, for a total distance of about 
four miles, all in the city of New 
York, county of New York. Upon 
construction of its lines of railroad, 
as changed in location and grade 
southerly of its Sixtieth Street yard 
in the Borough of Manhattan, city 
of New York, as aforesaid, the appli- 
cant proposes to abandon the use of 
existing tracks constructed at the 
ieee of ‘streets southerly of said 
ixtieth Street yard.”’ ’ 

The necessity for the new con- 
struction, it was stated, is found in 
the fact that the present lines of the 
road are crossed at grade by many 
streets and. avenues and occupy 


t| streets longitudinally for a consider- 


able distance. It was explained that 
the projected spate carry out the 
intention of the New York Legis- 
lature in conferring authority on the 
Transit Commission to order elimi- 
nation of the dangerous grade cross- 
pan in Manhattan, not only for’ the 
sake of safety but to relieve con- 
gested traffic conditions. 


Details of Proposal Listed. 
The plans were prepared and sub- 
mitted ‘several months ago to the 
Transit Commission. After being 
approved, several alterations were 
found advisable. The, plans, after 


5 agreements had’ béen reached with 
the New York City authérities, were 


then resubmtted to the Transit Com- 
mission. ‘ 


The new: términal is ‘to be estab- 
lished between Spring Street and 
West Houston Street.and West Street 
and Washington Street. Upon its 
completion e existing tracks be- 
tween Spring Street and St. John’s 
Park terminal are to be abandoned. 
This contemplates abandonment of 
the so-called St. John’s Park term- 
inal’ on Hudson Street, between 
Beach and Laight Streets. 

Between Spring Street and Little 
West Twelfth Street for one mile, the 
tracks at present located at’the grade 
of West Street, the marginal way 
and Tenth Avenue are to be relocated 
by moving them to the east a maxi- 
mum distance of about 400 feet and 
by constructing them upon a right 
of way to be owned by the applicant 
adjoining the westerly line of Wash- 
ington Street wtih the tracks carried 
over the intersecting cross streets on 
viaduct structures. 


How Tracks are to Be Changed. :

riously injured, asthe result .of the 
sudden insanity of a shipping clerk, 
who ran amuck wielding an axe in a 
grain mill office and along a railroad 
siding in the noon hour.

The insane killer, T. Earl Robert- 
son, 55 years old, formerly a street- 
ear conductor and now a shipping 
clerk for the J. W. Bell Company’s 
flour and grain mill, was taken to the 
State Asylum in Columbia’ three 
hours after his capture. 

The victims, all of whom were 
struck over the head, were:

BUSSEY, J. L., 58 years old, bookkeeper 
for the Bell.

DAVIS, M. B., 36 years old, car repairer 
for the Charleston .& Western Carolina 
Railway.

Sud- 
denly, he seized the ax, walked into 
the. office of the company and 
slashed. open the head of “Bussey, 
who died at his» desk. 

Robertson climbed a. short flight 
of stairs and found Day, weighing 
a bag of feed. The axe fell again 
and the second victim died instantly. 
Not a cry had been raised. 

obertson, his eyes glaring, walked 
outside the mill and across the rail- 
road sidings until he found Davis 
and Sherbert eating lunch in: a box 
car. Apparently he hit Davis first 
and Sherbert bolted for the door, be- 
cause the latter.was found lying face 
down on the ground. 

Davis dropped to the floor from a 
box on which he was sitting. Both 
men died in a hospital two hours 
after being struck. 

Robertson was caught by S. J. 
Lanier, a railway repair foreman, As 
Lanier approached him near the box 
car, Robertson suddenly became 
calm and asked to be ‘‘locked up.’’ 
He kept crying ‘‘what have.I done, 
what have I done?” 

In the Spartanburg County - jail, 
Robertson seemed to know nothing 
of his death dealing actions but kept 
trying to kill himself by ramming 
his head against the wall.

$78,715,196 Income Reported 
for the Fiscal Period Ending 
June 30. 








$80,000,000 SEEN IN 1930 





Revenue. for Current Season Will 
Equal Nation’s Postal Business 
in 1903, Bulletin Predicts. 





The postal business of New York 
City has more than. doubled since 
1917, with the receipts for the 
fiscal year ending last: June 30 total- 
ing $78,715,196.65, it ..was reported 
yesterday in the New York Postof- 
fice Bulletin of Information for July. 

On the basis of past growth, Post- 
master John J. Kiely predicted that 
within a few years the local post- 
office will represent a business of 
$100,000,000 annually. 


“Commercial enterprises that ap- 
poser the business magnitude of the 

ew York Postoffice are indeed 
few,” the report declared, “and the 
few that do approach it. are ma- 
terially aided in so doing bythe’ in- 
cessantly helpful functioning of the 
Postal Service. twenty-four. hours 
daily, every day throughout the year, 
rendering valuable service to every 

tron and to every business, regard- 
ess of how large or small the busi- 
néss may be. Every patron is a part- 
ner in ‘The Biggest Single Business 
in. the World'—the Postal Service, 
and as such will be pleased to learn 
of the increase in receipts recorded 
at New York during the past year.’’ 

The receipts of the last fiscal year 
were approximately $1,500,000 in ex- 
cess of the previous one, and cur- 
rent business, the ropes. stated, fore- 
casts the handling of $80,000,000 dur- 
ing the present one. The last figure 
was placed as the total annual biisi- 
ness of the Postal Service in the 
United States in 1903. 

Other figures: that are considered 
milestones in the growth of the local 
postoffice also were included in the 
report. Thus it is shown that in 
1786; eleven years after the founding 
of the Postal Service, New York’s 
receipts were $2,789.84. By 1879 
they had climbed to almost $3,500,- 
000, and 1900 found ee Rg approach- 
ing the $10,000,000 mark. 

As for the work of the local post- 
office, the report said: 

“Every effort is made to render 
prompt and efficient service in order 
that the people of this great city 
may: be served to their entire satis- 
faction.. These efforts are not con- 
fined to striving to. please local 
patrons through prompt handling 
and delivery of mail for city deliv- 
ery, for we are just as_ intensively 
striving to expedite dispatch of out- 
bound mail in order that the delivery 
will be accomplished with satisfac- 
tion to both the senders and the ad- 
dressees.”’

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Brisk Gains Established in 
Many Stocks Despite Stif- 
+ fening of the Call Rate. 








Sweeping. advances In many direc- 
tions in the stock market, a further 
expansion of $52,000,000: in . brokers’ 
loans, a 12 per cent rate for call 
money and unchanged rediscount 
rates in New York and in London 
were the financial developments 
which attracted most attention yes- 
terday.. The stock market, curiously 
enough, appeared to pay scant atten- 
tion to the further tightening of the 
call-money rate and particular issues 
on the Stock Exchange were bid up 
in what might be termed rather vio- 
lent fashion. These gains, to be sure, 
did not extend throughout the entire 
list, and there were some losses re- 
corded here and there. It was a 
further indication of the fact that 
the. present market is particularly 
selective that stocks which have 
been ‘‘taken in hand” are adding 
daily to their public popularity, and 
that the market is not moving uni- 
formly. On the other hand, the sharp 
expansion in the demand for selected 
public utility, steel and specialty 
stocks indicated not only a measur- 
able rekindling of public demand, but 
also reflected probably some hur- 
ried short covering by professionals. 
. Yesterday’s statement by the Fed- 
eral Reserve was particularly inter- 
esting in that it disclosed a general 
increase in the use of available cred- 
it. The gain of $52,000,000 in brokers’ 
loans could be attributed directly to 
the revival of public interest in the 
stock market. The volume of bro- 
kers’ loans is now but $40,000,000 
short of the $6,000,000,000 figure, a 
total which has far surpassed all ex- 
pectations. The market appears to 
have assumed an attitude in which 
the brokers’ loan account is more or 
less disregarded, no matter what the 
figures may show. Nevertheless, the

The foreign bank statements at- 
tracted particular attention yester- 
day because of the fact that they 
reflected accurately the recent di- 
vergence of gold from the Bank of 
England to the Bank of France and 
the Reichsbank, and although there 
was no change yesterday in the 
Bank of England rate, bankers here 
do not believe that this drain can 
long continue without an advance 
in the rate. Gold holdings at little 
more than £142,000,000 are at their 
lowest point since the return of 
England to the gold standard, and 
they are considerably below the 
normal minimum of £150,000,000 sug- 
gested by the Cunliffe Committee. 
That an advance in the rate abroad 
would bring about a sharp increase 
in foreign bills in this market ap- 
pears certain, a development which 
would only further entangle our 
money market. because of the added 
weight of competition for discounts. 
It is quite evident, in view of the 
drastic changes in the bank state- 
ment, that determined efforts to 
stave off an increase in the rate are 
being made. 

The re-entry of the Reserve banks 
in the bill market, with an expansion 
of about £5,000,000, probably fore- 
casts early Autumn activity in this 
respect. The statement showed an 
expansion of some $19,000,000 in the 
use of all sorts of reserve credit, 
without any material change in the 
| ratio of reserve to liabilities, which 
for the twelve banks of the system 
stands at but 1 per cent below the

Setting a new high record for the 
third successive week, brokers’ loans 
advanced $52,000,000 to a total of 
$5,960,000,000, according to the fig- 
ures given out last night by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. Loans have now 
advanced $205,000,000 during the past 
three weeks. 

- Wall Street had been undecided 
what to expect of the loans state- 
ment this week, for although the last 
few days have seen rapidly rising 
prices on the Stock Exchange, the 


first day of this week and the con- 
cluding part of last week, which is 
included in the loans compilation, 
had been featured by liquidation of 


| stocks. 


All classes of lenders increased 
their advances to the market. Local 
banks raised their loans during the 
week by $12,000,000. Loans for the 
account of out-of-town banks went 
up $16,000,000 and loans for the ac- 
count of others than banks advanced 
$24,000,000. 


Banks Cut Borrowings. 


Despite the fact that New York 
City banks had increased their loans, 
they were able to make some prog- 
ress in cutting down their indebted- 


ness to the Reserve. The figure of 
borrowings from the Federal Re- 
serve Bank by reporting member 
banks dropped from $305,000,000 last 
week to 2,000,000, a decrease of

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has ap- 
proved a plan by which E. R. 
Fancher, governor of the Cleveland 
Federal Reserve Bank, as trustee, 
shall hold 53 per cent of the stock of 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie Railway 
Company now owned by the Van 
Sweringen interests through the New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad 
Company (the Nickel Plate) and the 
Alleghany Corporation, pending dis- 
position by the commission of the 
railroad consolidation problem. 

The Department of Justice and the 
commission announced their approval 
of the plan today. 

Attorney General Mitchell yester- 
day addressed a joint letter to the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis Com- 


pany and to the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion advising that they ‘‘were re- 
lieved from their commitments con- 
tained in their letters of May 17, 
1929, to the Attorney General against 
the voting of said stock to the extent 
that may be necessary to permit 
E. R. Fancher, as proxy, to exercise 
full and unrestricted voting rights of 
the stock pending the transfer to him 
under the trustee agreement.”’ 


Accomplishes Clayten Act Purpose. 


Asserting that ‘‘approval and ac- 
ceptance by the commission shall be 
without prejudice to its further juris- 
diction in the cases,’ the Interstate 
Commerce Commission said: 

‘“‘The substantial effect of this trust 
agreement is to vest the title of the 
interdicted stock and the power of 
voting it in a person as trustee, inde- 
pendent of the present holders of the 
stock and of the other defendants, 
thus. in effect, accomplishing the 
result of the Clayton act proceedings 

“It offers for the present a prac- 
tical solution of the problem of satis- 
factory compliance with the orders, 
under the existing conditions and, 
ultimately, release of the _ stock 
under our supervision.”’ 

The detai:s of the agreement are 
of intense interest to railroad au- 
thorities because of parallel cases 
which may arise, notably that of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad holding cor- 
poration. The chief stipulations of 
the commission were these: 

1. That approval of the agreement 
shall be without prejudice to its 
further jurisdiction in cases growing 
out of the commission’s order that 
the Nickel Plate, New York Central 
and Baltimore & Ohio get rid of 
their Wheeling stock because by 
holding it they violated the Clayton 
act. (The New York Central and 
Baltimore & Ohio have since sold 
their holdings to the Alleghany Cor- 
poration.) 


Decisions Terminate Agreement. 


2. That the agreement may be ter- 
minated by the commission upon the 
happening of these events: Decision 
that acquisition of the Wheeling by 
the Nickel Plate is not in the public 
interest, or that inclusion of both 
the Wheeling and Nickel Plate in the 
same railway system is not in the 
public interest; and provided that 
within one year after either of these 
two possible decisions, the trust 
arising under this agreement shall 
not have terminted by sale or trans- 
fer of the stock trusteed. 

The agreement provides for its 
automatic termination if the com- 
mission decides to let the Nickel 
Plate have the Wheeling, or if the 
Wheeling and Nickel Plate are in- 
cluded in the same system. 

Sale of the stock held in trust may 
be made to any party other than the 
Baltimore & Ohio, New York Central 
and Nickel Plate, provided the com- 
mission approves the sale. The 
trustee is forbidden to vote the 
shares of Wheeling stock in favor 
of acquisition of the Wheeling by 
the Baltimore & Ohio, Nickel Plate 
or New York Central unless so au- 
thorized by the commission. 

Points gained by the Van Swerin- 
gens in the agreement were: 

That approval of the agreement 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission constitutes a full compliance 
with the orders of divestiture in the 
Clayton act case. 

That the Nickel Plate and AI- 
leghany Corporation do not admit 
any illegality in its holding Wheeling 
stock, despite the commisison’s or- 
der to get rid of it.

International General Electric - 
to Be 14,000,000 Mark 
- Shareholders in A. E. G. 





.The Allgemeine Elektricitaets Ge- 
sellschaft, or’ German General Elec- 
tric Company, will soon issue 14,000,- 
000 marks common shares to the 


International General Electric Com- 
pany, according to advices from Ber- 
lin to Dow, Jones & Co. yesterday, 
The company now has 186,250,000 
marks capitalization, consisting of 
10,000 common shares of 50 marks 
par, 1,495,000 common shares of 100 
marks par, 291,666 shares of pre- 
ferred etcck of 60 marks par and 
212,500 @hares of B preferred stock 
of 60 marks par. 

The transaction, if consummated, 
would apparently give General Elec- 
tric interests in this country some- 
what less than 10 per cent holdings 
in the common share capital of the 
German company. This does not in- 
clude any shares which may have 
been bought in the open market, 
reported recentiy as taking place in 
Europe. Clark B. Minor, president 
of International General Electric, is 
now in Berlin. 

The entry of American General 
Electric interests into the German 
electrical field would give the Ger- 
man electrical manufacturing indus- 
try the benefit of American patents 
owned by General HElectric, and 
would permit the American company 
to participate in the expansion of 
the German organization which pro- 
duces almost every conceivable type 
of electrical apparatus and appli- 
ance.

The present prices are still 35 cents 
above the price that ruled on the 
highest grade at this time last year, 
but represent a reduction of 50 cents 
made within the last three weeks, the 
first recession from the peak price 
established last January of 25 cents 
having been announced on July 16. 

The present recession is regarded 
as bringing the Pennsylvania oil 
down to a competitive basis wiih 
Mid-Continent and Texas oils for 
lubricant refining, and the flow of 
these two latter oils to Pennsylvania 
refineries is expected to begin to de- 
crease.

CLASH ON DEFENSE 
IN GASTONIA CASE 


Civil Liberties Union Opposes 
Methods of International 
Labor Organization. 








SATISFIED BY TRIAL JUDGE 





Forrest Balley Sees Disposition of 
Court to Be Fair as Shown 
-Iin Change of Venue. 





The American Civil Liberties Union, 
through Forrest Bailey, a director, 
yesterday expressed gratification at 
the action of Judge M. V. Barnhill 
in granting a change of venue to the 


sixteen strike leaders and strikers 
charged with murder in Gastonia, N. 
C., for the death of O. F. Aderholt, 
Chief of Police, who was killed in a 
riot in that city on June 7. 

Mr. Bailey, who attended the open- 
of the trial before the change of 
venure was obtained, returned here 

esterday to assist in the prepara- 
fons for the defense. While he 
would not comment on the situation, 
it was learned that the International 
Labor Defense and the American 
Civil Liberties Union have been at 
odds as to the policy to be pursued 
by the defense. 

}t was revealed that many liberal 
eiements here have expressed dissat- 
isfaction with what they term the 
propaganda methods of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense in connection 
with the case. These methods are 
regarded as detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the defendants and, accord- 
ing to information from North Caro- 
lina, led to the resignation of former 
Judge Frank Carter, leading counsel 
for the defense, who withdrew 
after issuing a statement strongly in 
favor of the accused. 

Judge Carter’s resignation, it was 
learned, was prompted by his objec- 
tion to the press releases of the In- 
ternational Labor Defense, described 
as of a nature calculated to inflame 
sentiment against the defendants 
rather than arouse sympathy. 

Because the International Labor 
Defense insists on having sole charge 
of the case and has refused to per- 
mit the American Civil Liberties 
Union to cooperate, the latter organ- 
ization is now seeking to raise a sep- 
arate fund to employ additional coun- 
sel, in the hope that the counsel may 
be admitted to the case. 

“The Civil Liberties Union shares 
in the gratification of counsel for the 
defense over the granting of a 
change of venue,”’ Mr. Bailey said. 

“Judge Barnhill’s decision on the 
motion indicates a desire not only 
that the defendants shall have a fair 
trial but that their representatives 
shall be convinced of the intention of 
the court to try them strictly on the 
charges in the indictments. But the 
wholly favorable impression the judge 
has made for himself and the success 
of the defense in winning the first 
skirmish are not reasons for feelin 
that the case is won. The State wi 
exert every effort to convict these de- 
fendants—as many of them as pos- 
sible—and to get for them the se- 
verest sentences within the power of 
the court. 

“If our advice were asked as to 
what is most needed at this time, we 
should urge the importance of adding 
to defense counsel] some outstanding 
North Carolina lawyer who would 
bring to the trial all the skill and 
technical knowledge necessary for 
the adequate protection of the de- 
fendants on the merits of their case 
in a court of law. This is said ‘in 
full recognition of the ability, stand- 
ing and high character of the coun- 
se 


solely by the desire that the defen- 
dants should have every possible ad- 
vantage within the law.’ 

Private advices from Gastonia ye-s 
terday were that Sophie Melvin, the 
youngest of the three women de- 
fendants in the case, may be en- 
tirely released when the trial is re- 
sumed. The prosecption has already 
announced that the State would not 
ask the death penalty for the wo- 
men. The advices also seemed to in- 
dicate that the State will not seek 
the death ow for any of the de- 
fendants bu will ask the court for 
long term prison sentences.

TEXTILE MERGER NEAR 
OF FINE GOODS MILLS 


J. A. Newman Negotiating Move 
to Unite 1,500,000 Spindles 
in East. 


Negotiations for the purchase and 
combinatio of almost half the fine 
goods mills in the cotton textile in- 
dustry of New England were con- 
firmed yesterday by Jerome A. New- 
man of 60 Beaver Street, who is 
conducting them. He admitted that 
1,500,000 spindles making gray goods 
in New Bedford, Fall River and 


other centres in the East are repre- 
sented by the mill owners who are 
agreeable to the plan and _ that 
several selling agencies in the Worth 
Street district would be included in 
the merger. He refused to comment 
further, however, but added that a 
detailed statement would probably 
be issued within a month. 

The chief purpose of the combina- 
tion would be to stabilize this branch 
of the industry which in New Eng- 
land comprises some 4,500,000 spin- 
dies. The original merger project, it 
is understood, was formulated on the 
basis of serge a J at least 1,000,000 
spindles. It is the hope of the or- 
ganizers, it was explained yesterday 
in responsible quarters, to have 
3,000,000 spindles represented by the 
consolidation, and prospects of get- 
ae, 2,000,000 are considered bright. 

e fine goods branch is centred 
almost entirely in New England. The 
mills in the South produce less than 
10 per cent of the output. The nu- 
cleus of the proposed combination 
consists of some ten mills in New 
Bedford and Fall River, it was stated 
in the market yesterday, and the 
operations will be confined to gray 
goods manufacture. No converting 
will be done. 

Mr. Newman is at present engaged 
in the investment trust business and 
was formerly connected with the cot- 
ton goods trade. In _ responsible 
quarters yesterday his project re- 
ceived favorable comment and was 
said to have enlisted the support of 
leading mill interests. It is under- 
stood the mills will be taken in by 
direct purchase, funds for which will 
be provided through an issue of ‘de- 
benture bonds. 


1,518 CONCERNS FAILED 
IN MONTH OF JULY 


Increase Only 8.6 Per Cent Over 
Same Period Last Year; but 
Banks Swell Liabilities. 





The number of failures in the past 


month showed only a slight increase 
over June and July a year ago, ac- 
cording to the commercial reviews, 
but several bank suspensions in 
Florida swelled liabilities to the 
largest aggregate since January, 
1924, when Western bank suspensions 
were a feature. SBradstreet’s says 
in part: 

“The total number of failures for 
July was 1,581, which marks an in- 
crease of 8.6 per cent over the corre- 
sponding month a year ago. Liabil- 
ities totaled $102,093,490, which 
was 59 per cent in excess of June 
and three times those of July a year 
ago, while 14 per cent in excess of 
July, 1926. For the first seven 
months of the current year, failures 
number 12,151 and liabilities aggre- 
gated $404,083.862, a decrease of 3.2 
per cent in number, but an increase 
of 22.2 per cent in liabilities over a 
year ago. 

“There were considerably more 
failures in the Southern group than 
in July last year, and slightly more 
than a year ago in the Central West, 
Northwest, Pacific Coast and Mount- 
ain States, while there were fewer 
in the Middle Atlantic group and the 
same number in New England dur- 
ing July of both years. Liabilities 
were considerab] heavier in the 
South and the Pacific Coast groups.”’ 

Dun’s report of failures states: 

“Tendnig in an opposite direction 
from the number of insolvencies, 
last month’s indebtedness rose to 
$32,425,519, or about 3.5 per cent 
above the amount for June. With 
that exception, however, the present 
aggregate is the smallest for the 
current year. A year ago in July, 
the liabilities were relatively mod- 
erate, at $29,586,633, or something 
less than 10 per cent under last 
month’s figures.

FARM PRICE INDEX 
SHOWS 5-POINT GAIN 


Advance Follows Higher Quota- 
tions on Potatoes and Wheat, 
Says Bureau Report. 


Special to The New Yark Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—An ad- 
vance of 5 points in the index of the 
general level of farm prices in the 
United States from June 15 to July 
15 was reported today by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. At 140 per 
cent of the pre-war level on July 15, 
tehe index is still 5 points lower than 
a@ year ago. 

The advance in the farm price in- 
dex bureau the past month, it said, 
has been the direct result of sharp 
advances in the prices of potatoes, 
wheat and rye; moderate advances 
in the farm prices of flaxseed, barley, 
corn, apples, oats and eggs, and 
seasonal advances in the prices of 
hogs, cattle and calves. 

These advances were partially off- 
set by slight declines in the prices of 
cotton, cottonseed, chickens, hay and 
wool, and seasonal declines in the 
farm prices of sheep and lambs. 

Changes in the indices of farm 

rices of agricultural commodities 

y groups, June 15 to July 15, were 
as follows: Fruit and vegetables ad- 
vanced 16 points, grains 11 points, 
meat animals 4 points and poultry 
and poultry products 3 points. Cot- 
ton and cottonseed declined 1 point 
and dairy products remained un- 
changed. 

The farm price of hogs showed a 
seasonal advance of 5 per cent for 
the country as a whole from June 15 
to July 15. This advance was ac- 
companied by a decline in market 
receipts. The corn-hog ratio for the 
United States at 11.3 on July 15, was 
the same as on June 15. 

The farm price of beef cattle at 
$9.80 was about 7 per cent higher 
than a year ago. Receipts of cattle 
at seven primary markets were about 
4 per cent smaller during the four- 
week period ending July 13 than in 
the corresponding period last year. 

The average farm price of corn ad- 
vanced about 5 per cent from June 
15 to July 15. ‘arm prices showed 
a general advance throughout the 
country during this period, except in 
Eastern States, where there was 
little change. 

Weather conditions furnished the 
basis for an 16 per cent advance in 
the farm price of wheat from June 
15 to July 15. However, at $1.02 per 
bushel on July 15 the average farm 
price in the United States is still 
13 per cent below July 15, 1928. 


RUBBER TRADING ACTIVE. 


Prices on Exchange Here Close 20 
to 30 Points Higher. 


Rubber futures climbed 20 to 30 
points on the Rubber Exchange yes- 
terday in the briskest trading seen 
on the ring this week. Prices moved

Shipping Board, Engineers and 
Consuls Report Favorably on 
Their Establishment. 





O'CONNOR ASKED FOR STUDY 





System Would Permit the Entry of 
Foreign Goods for Export With- 
out Customs Duties.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The con- 
clusion that free ports or foreign 
trade zenes, if properly located in 
some American ports, might have a 
stimulating effect on port growth 
and foreign trade has been reached 

. in a special study of the question by 
the Bureau of Operations of the 
Shipping Board, assisted by the 
Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors of the War Department and 
the Consular Service of the State De- 
partment. 

The study was asked for several 
Months ago by Chairman O’Connor 
of the Shipping Board, after a num- 
ber of bills had been introduced in 
Congress looking to the establish- 
ment of free ports. Although the 
system has proved successful in 
Northern Europe, most of the sug- 
gestions made in Congress have been 
merely for the creation of oy oF 
trade zones wnere goods might 
imported for export.free of customs 
duties. Opposition has been pro- 
nounced to proposals for permitting 
free ‘imports of goods for manufac- 
ture and export. 

The survey just completed analyzes 
the effects produced’ by free ports 
and foreign trade zones on shipping 
and: terminal facilities abroad. The 
main.argumtent in their favor is that 
thev would aid in the development 
of transshipment and consignment 
trade, and would. thus build up the 
merchant marine. 

Moorage, dockage, demurrage, har- 
bor ‘dues, ‘port wardens’ fees and 
similar charges would not be affected. 

The réport suggests that if Con- 
gress should authorize the establish 
ment of free ports it might be well 
to provide for preliminary investiga- 
tions, to be conducted jointly by the 
Shipping Board and War Depart- 
ment, in order to determine the loca- 
tion and perhaps the size of the vari- 
ous free port areas. These should, 
the report’ says, be established at 
strategic trade points, with due re- 
gard to the natural flow of com- 
merce, the port’s advantages with 
respect to the concentration and 


transshipment of foreign products/ 5 


and the coordination of rail and 
water traffic. 

The pending tariff bill, it is sug- 
gested, may provide the necessary 
legislation, if Congress decides that 
free ports or foreign trade zones 
would benefit American commerce 
and shipping.
